Even with the granting of a one day’s 
extension to present motions, Judge Me- 
dina continued to display prejudice, warn- 
ing counsel his mind was “pretty well 
made up”-and that the prosecution “had 
established a prima facie case.”

AN EDITORIAL 


WHAT WILL COME out of the Big Four peace con- 
ference? 


THERE MUST BE A PEACE SETTLEMENT WITH 


THE SOVIET UNION. This is what the American public 
should insist on. The “inevitable war” lie must be destroyed by 
determination of the people to get a peace settlement. 


What is the heart of such a peace settlement? Germany. 
What kipd of Germany is good for America? For peace? 


That is the real issue. President Franklin D. Roosevelt gave 
the answer with which this paper agrees. The only kind of Ger- 
many which can help America and keep the peace is a Germany 
which was described in the Potsdam Agreement of 1945. 


We signed that 1945 Potsdam Agreement. We pledged to 
de-Nazify Germany, to demilitarize Germany, to unify Germany, 
and to rebuild the victims of Hitler's aggression through repara- 
tions paid by Germany.

Hiss Trial 
Opens Today 
At Foley Sq. 


Apparently timed to blanket in 
the press the opening of the de- 
fense case in the trial of America’s 
Communist leaders, the perjury 
case of Alger Hiss begins today at 
Foley Square. 

Hiss is charged with commit- 
ting perjury in denying thé story 
of Whittaker Chambers, of the no- 
torious “pumpkin spy” scare, that 
he was a member of the Commu- 
nist Party some 13 years ago. 


The case has been postponed 
several times, the last postpone- 
ment being on April 11. 


On March 23, when the prosecu- 
tion in the trial of the Commu- 
nist leaders called its first witness, 
Prosecutor John F. X. McGohey 
announced he would take two 
months to present his witnesses. 

Today is exactly two months 
from that day. It is generally be- 
lieved this is not coincidental, but 
a deliberate move by the Govern- 
ment to use the Hiss trial, which 
is considerd sensational, to allow 


the newspapers to suppress the 
evidence that, the defense in the

friend. Lown was evicted shortly 
after the incident, 


JURY VOTED GUILTY 


After a two-day trial the jury 
found the company guilty of dis- 
crimination in two decisions, the 
first 11 to 1, and the second 10 to 
2. Marchant was given judgment 
for $1,000 and the cost of his at- 
torney, David’ M. Schwartz of 261 
Broadway. - 

“The trial justice,” the judges 
wrote of Rivers, “while undoubted- 
ly feeling that he was tactful, fre- 
quently interfered with direct ex- 
amination by counsel of the de- 
fendants’ witnesses, and followed 
this by undue cross-examination.

fered—under Western rules—to the Russians. But 
on the political side, there is no reason why there 
should be any abatement of the prize that is now 
clearly coming w*hin sight—all Germany for the 
West. If the Rm ve will accept this, well- and 
good; if they will not, the conference should be 
c . , 


Such arrogance, of course, augurs very badly 
for an agreement, although it makes clear the re- 
sponsibility for failure in advance. It shows that 
some circles do not conceive of negotiations on the 
basis of the present realities. 


On the other hand, there are factors operating 
on the Western side which may modify such a 
stand. Above all, there is the revival of the Ger- 
man nation, a revival which shows itself in varied 
forms, but which is present in a new and dramatic 
fashion today as compared with 1947. 


There are no German politicians, except for 
the separatists of the Rhineland and Bavaria, who 
can afford to come out against the unity of Ger- 
many, which is the main demand of the progres- 
sive Germans and of the Soviet Union. The tenta- 
tive character of the Bonn agreement shows that. 

' The Western statesmen pay lip-service to German 
unity, but their policies stand in the way of such 
unity, and it remains to be seen how they will 
juggle this contradiction before the German public. 

Second, and related to the above, is the de- 
veloping economic crisis of western Germany, 
against the background of developing crisis in the 
United States and all the Marshall Plan countries. 
The substantial revival of German industry in the 
West conflicts with the terrific British export drive, 
and the search for secure markets which is growing 
in the United States as the economic situation 
deteriorates. One partial way out, at least for the 
western Germans, is to resume economic relations 
with eastern Germany and eastern Europe gen- 
erally. 

| * 

IT IS POSSIBLE that this factor may operate 
with sufficient power to force some kind of modus 
vivendi between the two parts of Germany. 

The maximum solution would be a unified 
Reich,-functioning under a peace treaty, with all 
occupation troops withdrawn; a partial step might 
be simply the withdrawal of all barriers to trade 
and commerce between the two parts of Germany, 
leaving the political issues for the future play of 


> From the side of the German progressive 
fortes, the position is plain: they have everything 
to gain by pressing for a unified Germany, a peace 
treaty and the withdrawal of the occupation. The 
two-thirds vote for this platform, in the form of 
' @lections for the German Peoples Congress a week 
ago, is a powerful measure of the strength of Ger- 
man democracy. 
True, the vote shows at least a third of the 
ple in the eastern zone still full of Nazi and 
-Nazi ideas. But the larger vote for the most 
advanced and consistent program is an impressive 
fact, considering thirteen years of Hitlerism, and 
years of cold war. 
From the Soviet side, the main interest is to 
e the imperialist powers into a_ settlement 
which would tend to blunt the danger of war. 
This implies resuming trade relations between the 
two parts of Germany. It implies creating a situa- 
tion in which western troops of the western powers 
would: have to be withdrawn—and in the case of 
American troops—withdrawn from Europe.

CIO Right Wing 
Sinks to New Low 


MEETING SIX MONTHS after the 


Portland convention one might have ex- 
ted last week’s CIO executive board 


meeting to take some serious stock of its re- 


cent disastrous experience and face up to 
the stark realities. But the gentlemen who run 
the CIO only gave further evidence of their 
bankruptcy and unfitness to speak for the workers 
they profess to represent. They are like the 
petrified 15 of the AFL's executive council. 

The four days. were almost 
entierly devoted to redbait- 
ing, disruption of the already 
much weakened CIO, and to 
preparing the ground for a 
planned mass expulsion of 
unions that refuse to be up 
their autonomy a self- 
respect. 

There was some perfunc- 
tory reading of a couple of 
resolutions that seemed to be : 
unrelated to the internal struggle and had the 
unanimous support of the board. But on the 
very day the board passed a resolution favorin 
wage raises, the leaders of the right wing-l 
Textile Workers Union announced in New York 
that locals of the woolen and worsted mills were 
advised not to seek wage increases this year. 
Some weeks earlier the rightwing-led Oil Work- 
ers Union officers announced a similar policy. 

It costs nothing to give approval to a generally- 

worded resolution favoring a raise. It looks good 


on the record. 
. 


THE SAME KIND OF FAKE was carried 
out with passage of the resolution declaring that 
the CIO stands by the Thomas-Lesinski Bill, 
which was the first measure advanced by the 
administration on the Taft-Hartley Law. In the 
debate on that resolution Murray and his associ- 
ates screamed at those who charged the CIO 
backed the Rayburn maneuvers to retain the 
bulk of the Taft-Hartley Law. They swore 
that they have not compromised beyond the 
Thomas-Lesinski Bill. 

But every congressman knows the CIO's legis- 
lative representatives participated in the plot to 
put over the Sims Bill, incorporating the Rayburn 
amendments. The resolution by- the board 
contains a clause opening the door to further 


‘ compromises. . 


The frenzied viciousness and the degenera- 
tion displayed by the rightwing is not a si 
of greater strength. It is evidence of its - 
ness and inability to carry out the job projected 
at Portland. 

The rightwingers marked the Farm Equip- 
ment union for liquidation within 60 days. The 
small but fighting union took up their challenge 
and reasserted its autonomy and right not to 
merge with the auto union. Walter Reuther 
was given the job of rubbing out the FE. The 
UAW spent a quarter million dollars in an effort 
to get just one FE plant and failed. More thou- 
sands of dollars went down the drain in other 
attempts. The FE licked the CIO and Reuther’s

First, 
regarding the actions taken by the 
Emergency Convention, held by 
our Party in New York, in July, 
1945.

sociation, as it was called prior to 
the Convention, had had a policy, 
initiated by Earl Browder and 
which Mr. McGoohey seemed to 
find quite acceptable. When, lo, all 
of a sudden, a mysterious com- 
munication (the well-known Duclos 


atticle) came from abroad (al-| 


legedly from a Communist inter- 
national body). Whereupon, at the 
Emergency Convention the Party, 
so the Prosecutor alleges, upon 
these “orders from abroad,” ditch- 
ed Browder and his policies, and 
-conspiratorially adopted a new 
program, one of “force and vio- 
lence.” But this is all a monstrous 
distortion of what actually hap- 
pened, as we shall see: 


During 1944, the former Gen- 

eral Secretary of our Party, Ear! 
Browder tried to run our Party off 
the. solid steel rails of Marxism- 
Leninism. On Jan. 8 of that year he 
came into our National Committee 
with a utopian and opportunistic 
interpretation of the Big Fow 
wartime, meeting in Teheran in 
November, 1943. 


Browder developed the theory 
that thenceforth American big 
business was launched upon a 
progressive policy. According: to 
him, Wall Street’s government 


would voluntarily adopt a cordial: 


collaboration with the USSR. It 
would also set out im the: postwar 
period,to industrialize the back- 
ward areas af the world. 

_ In all this there would be no 
American imperialism, no typical 
capitalist profit-grabbing. Here in 
the United States, the capitalists, 
in their new “progressivism” would 
also voluntarily double the. real 


wages of the workers and they | 


would damp down the class 
struggle into a situation of friendly 
_ lass collaboration. : 

In this. “golden age” of capital- 
ism, of course, there would be no 
need for a militant Communist 
Party so Browder proposed that 
our Party be dissolved into the 
amorphous Communist Political 
Association. There would. also be 
no necessity for the revolutionary 
works of Marx, Engels, Lenin and 
Stalin, nor for their perspective of 
Socialism; so Browder also under- 
took to: throw all this “outworn 
ideological baggage” into the dis- 
card. 

Browder’s opportunist proposals 
at once met with oppositon in the 
Party. In many sections of the 
country voices were raised against 
®, I myself, on Jan, 20, 1944 12 
days after Browder had submitted 
his report sent a long letter ta the 
National Committee opposing all 
the major phases Browder’s 

roject (my letter is contained in 


in the pamphlet, On the! 


Struggle Against Revisionism, p. 5). 
Among other things, in dealing 
with Browder’s icy, I said: 
“In this picture erican im- 
perialism virtually disappears, there 
remains hardly a trace of the class 
struggie, and Socialism plays vir- 
tuaily no role wiiatever.”

THE COURSE of American 
and world events during the next 
year quickly exposed the fallacy of 
'Browders line. American impe- 
rialism, as the war's end drew near, 
embarked upon a course of ag- 
gressive expansionism and rampant 
opposition to the USSR. Already at 
the foundations of the United Na- 
tions in San Francisco, it launched 
the beginnings of the “cold war. 
Besides, storm signals of sharpen- 
ing class struggle began to appear 
all over the domestic scene. 

Our Party, which had adopted 
Browder’s proposals only _half- 
heartedly in the first place, now 
began seriously to question them 
in the light of this repudiation of 
‘them by life itself. Thus it was 
that propositions came to be made 
repeatedly in the National Board 
—by Dennis, Green, Thompson, 
Davis, Williamson, Stachel, and 
others—going contrary to Brow- 
der’s policy in one*respect or an- 
other. 

During this period I also sub- 
mitted manv proposals, in head-on 
collision with Browder. Obviously 
our Party was on the road to 
eventually freeing itself of Brow- 
dex’s policy. | 

Just at this juncture, with oppo- 
sition tendencies to Browder rapid- 
ly developing, Jacques Duclos. 
the n Franch Communist 
leader, in April, 1945 (15 months 
after my original letter was sent 
to the National Committee on the 
matter) published an article in the 
| French journal, Cahiers du Com- 
munisme, characterizing Browdet 
as a “notorious revisionist of Marx- 
ism,” and assailing his policy all 
along the line. 

Communists rarely criticize 
openly the work of Communist 
Parties of other countries, save in 
very important situations, such as 
the spread of Browder revision- 
enn. It is a well-known fact that 
'Browder’s line had had serious 
repercussions in other Communist 
Parties throughout the Americas. 
and in Europe and Asia,. Many 
of their leaders, even before 
‘Duclos, spoke out against Brow- 
'derism. It was a distincf menace 
ito all of them. 

Duclos, therefore, wrote his ar- 
ticle of criticism because Browder- 
ism was beginning to permeate and 
‘confuse certain circles in the 
| French Communist Party. For ex- 
ample, in May, 1944, there was a 


Committee, which I did. In doing} 


full-spread article endorsing Brow- 
ders line_im the French Commu- 
nist journal France Nouvelle. 
The Duclos article, which fitted 
right in with the expanding anti- 
Browder trend in our own Party, 
naturally helped to clarify the de- 
veloping Party situation. Duclos’ 
great reputation as an outstanding 
Marxist was not without its im- 
fluence. But with the growing 
spirit of opposition against Brow- 
ders line already rapidly spread- 
jing and crystallizing, it is a cer- 
tainty that even if Duclos’ article 
had never appeared our Party 
would nevertheless have arrived at 
its present policies, although prob- 
ably at the cost of a serious in- 


ternal struggle. 
s 


THE PARTY'S Emergency Con- 
vention of July, 1945, unanimously 
rejected Browder's opportunist pol- 
icy. It characterized his revision- 
ist line as a gross distortion of 
the Communist Party’s correct war- 
time line of national and interna- 
tional united front, anti-fascist 
unity. 

The _ convention condemned 
‘Browder’s program as an aban- 
donment of Marxian Socialism, as 
an elaboration of illusory “progres- 
sive capitalism,” as Keynesian lib- 


eralism, and as an attempt to tie} 


ithe American working class to the 
war chariots of militant American: 
imperialism. Many of these basic 
questions were not contained in 
the Duclos article. 


Communist Party. The convention 
‘also realigned the Party, not upon 
some new_and mysterious program 
of force and violence,. but upon 
its traditional principles of Marx- 
lism-Leninism, those that it had 
embraced ever since the Party’s 
foundation in 1919. 

Browder, himself, stubbornly re- 
| jecting the Party's decision, later 
1sStl a journal, Distributor’s 


Guide, and began openly to attack| 


ithe Party. For this he was finally 
expelled from the Party on Febru- 
lary 12, 1946, by unanimous ac- 
ition of the National Committee. 

| The substance of the decisions 
lof the Emergency Convention was 
to reestablish the Communist Party 
ion the basis of its former sound 
Marxist-Leninist program. But now 
icomes the Prosecfftor and alleges 
that in taking these steps the de- 
ifendants committed a great crime 
for which they should be sent to 
tthe penitentiary for long terms. 

| To this end he is hiding from 
ithe Jury the fundamentally im- 
portant reality that the Emergency 
‘Convention worked in the light of 
the fact that ever since the founda- 
ition of our Party we have always 


| The convention reorganized the| 
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Leninism fell within the limits of 
free speech as described by the 
United States Constitution, as 
throughout its 26 years of life our 
Party had been legal nationally. 

Besides this, not long before, 
ithe FBI had conducted an elabo- 
rate investigation of our Party in 
the light of prevailing repressive 
legislation, examining its docu- 
ments and policies and quizzing its 
leaders, but nothing had been 
made out against our Party. 

And then, more important yet, 
im the Schneiderman case of a 
few years earlier, the Supreme 


Court, listening to Our counsel, 
Wendell L. Willkie, gave forth 


its favorable decision, which we} 


Communists naturally considered 
a full justification of our long-term 
conviction that our Party was a 
legal body. 

Consequently, in the delibera- 
tions of the Emergency Conven- 
ition there was complete convic- 


tion among the delegates that what! 


they were doing was perfectly 
legal. What better assurance did 
ithey need for this than the re- 
marks of the majority of the Su- 
preme Court Judges? 

It is indeed a monstrous situa- 
ition, therefore, when the Proseenu- 
ition, blandly ignoring the Schnei- 
iderman decision, and the other 
reasons we had for assuming that 
our Party was legal, violently ac- 
icuses us of having committed a 
heinous crime. His course is in 
fla grant violation of the most ele- 
mentary principles of democracy 
jand justice. 

The Prosecutor in this trial, 


been of the profoundest convic- 
tion that the advocacy of Marxism- 


.would liquidate the Com:aunist 
‘Party and discard Marxism-Lenin- 
ism, in his opening address to the 
Jury, has crassly misrepresented the 
entire Duclos incident. 

| - Among his many distortions, he 
played down the key significance 
of my very important letter to the 
National Committee attacking 
|Browder's whole proposition, a let- 
ter which was written over a year 
before the Duclos article. 


Nor did Mr. McGohey even 
mention the fact that long before 
the Duclos article appeared there 
had beem a strong and. rapidly 
growing sentiment in our Party 
against Browders revisionism. He 
ignored, too, the penetration that 
Browderism had made into the 
IF rench and other Communist Par- 
ties, which provided the reason 
for Duclos’ writing as he did. 

He especially failed to call’ at- 
‘tention to the major fact that ‘the 
Emergency Convention, by includ- 
ing in its program a searching 
analysis of American imperialism’s 
‘developing campaign to conquer 
the world, and by indicating clearly 
ithe new danger of fascism and 
war that this provoked, had gone 
far beyond the political framework 
lof the Duclos article.

| The purpose of this line of fal- 
sification is plain. The Prosecutor

3. The Uneven Development 
Of the Struggle for Socialism 


| Now I will refute basically the 
Prosecution’s charge that we Amer- 
ican Communists are trying to bring 
about in the United States a fac- 
simile of the Russian. Revolution.

due primarily to what Lenin ana- 
lyzed as the “uneven development 
of capitalism,” which ‘is one of his 
greatest theoretical achievements. 
‘As Lenin pointed out, capitalism 
idoes not develop evenly and uni- 
formly all over the world. 
| For various reasons there are 
the widest divergencies in capital- 
ist development in the many coun- 
tries. This is exemplified at the 
jpresent time, for example, by the 
immense differences in capitalist 
development between, say, the 
United States

rialist wars comes precisely from 
this uneven development of capi- 
'talism, from the attempts of the 
capitalist. empires violently to re- 
adjust their world relationships in 
accordance with their changing 
ratios of power, arising out of 
their different rates of develop- 
iment. 


ism (including culture, traditions, 
etc.) in the given country. This 
basic fact is to be observed on 
all sides. It is what Stalin calls 
(Foundations of Leninism, p. 108) 
“the varying speed of social evolu- 
tion in different capitalist coun- 
tries.” 

| One manifestation of this un- 
evenly developed struggle for So- 
cialism is that Socialism is not 
achieved by the workers in all 
countries simultaneously. Thus it 
was that Socialism was established 
first in old Russia, because of 
peculiarly ripe cenditions there, 


ic| This led to Stalin's great achieve. 
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ment of developing in theory and 
practice Lenin’s basic idea, flowing 
out of his theory of the uneven 
development of capitalism, that So- 
cialism could be built in one coun- 
try, Russia. . 
Another example of how the un- 
even development, of capitalism 
brings about a corresponding un- 
even development of the struggle 
for Socialism, is the fact that in 
the many countries Communist- 
Jed mass movements for Socialism 
take on different organizational 
forms, with widely varying pro- 
grams, class alliances, and speeds 
of development. Even a novice, 
such as the Prosecutor obviously 
is in these matters, should be able 
to see that the experience of the 
masses in this great industrial coun- 
try of ours, in their relatively slow 
movement towards Socialism, is 
greatly different from that of the 
Russian workers, who fairly leaped 
from semi-feudalism to Socialism. 
It is obvious, too, that the masses 
of China, in their march towards 
Socialism, are meeting with vastly 
different experiences and problems 
than the working class, for exam- 
ple, of the United States. The 
same law of uneven development of 
Socialist struggle applies to all 
other countries as well. Nowhere 
is there to be found a general 
“blueprint” of Communist develop- 
ment, such as the Prosecutor would 
have the Jury believe exists. 
e 


WHEN WE POINT OUT these 


differences in development of capi- 
talism and the fight for Socialism) 
in various countries, we must, of 
course, also bear in mind the basic 
likenesses of each of the two so- 
cial systems throughout the world. 

Thus capitalism, whatever its 
degree of development, is never- 
theless everywhere _ capitalism. 
However, it may be hindered by 
feudalistic hangovers and physical 
limitations (as in India), or be 
spurred on by exceptionally favor- 
able conditions of growth (as in 
the United States), it is still capi- 
talism, and it carries that system’s 
characteristic features, including 
the private ownership of industry, 
the exploitation of the workers, 
the tendency towards monopoly, 
imperialisra, fascism, etc., etc. 

The same general principle also 
applies to Socialism. There is only 
one kind of Socialism, whatever 
the conditions of its development, 
and this is characterized by the 
social ownership of the means of 
production and distribution, by the 
rule of the working class, by the 
abolition of the exploitation of man 
by man, etc., etc. It is the widely 
different means and speed of ar- 
riving at Socialism that we are 
concerned with here, however, not 
the nature of Socialism itself, nor 
the main historical road towards its 
realization. 


Naturally, Communists learn 
many fundamental lessons from 
the Socialist experience of the So- 


viet people, who are the great 
leaders and pioneers in Socialism. 


It is true, too, that Communists 
are also learning much from the 
experiences of the Chinese people 
in their march towards Socialism. 
It is also a fact that Communists 
are everywhere imbued with a 
common philosophical outlook, in 
this case Marxism-Leninism. (None 
is surprised to find capitalist ideol- 
ogical groupings thinking alike all 
over the world). 

But that these facts, of Commu- 
nists learning from other peoples 
and of their possessing a common 
outlook, should amount to work- 
ing on the basis of a “blueprint,” 
to their duplicating in all countries 
the experiences of the Russian 
Revolution, is just plain nonsense. 

* 


THE RUSSIAN REVOLUTION 
of 1917 was the greatest political 
event in human history. In their 


revolution the Russian people made 
the first breach in the capitalist 
system and founded the first So- 
cialist country. This great Revolu- 
tion provides for the workers every- 
where the most profound lessons 
in their battle for human freedom. 
It teaches fundamental lessons in 
theory, program, strategy, tactics, 
class alliances, role of the Com- 
munist Party, and many other 
fields. Nevertheless, it is absurd 
to say that the Communists, “blue- 
prints’ in hand, are going about 
the world trying to bring about, 
as the Prosecution alleges, detailed 
repetitions of that revolution in the 
various countries. 


. world as composed of groups of 


The very essence of Communist 
policy everywhere is, with their 
Marxist-Leninist understanding of 
the fundamental laws of develop- 
ment of capitalism and Socialism, 
and on the basis of defending the 
needs of the workers and the whole 
people, to apply these theoretical 
principles, and to shape their pro- 
grams and activities in strict har- 
mony with the specific economic, 
political, and social conditions con- 
fronting them in their respective 
countries. This truth we shall 
demonstrate amply as we go along. 

It may interest the Jury and 
also ‘be instructive to the Prosecu- 
tion to know that Lenin, Stalin 
and all other Communist leaders 
have long since warned Commu- 
nists precisely against any tendency 
to transfer mechanically the polit- 
ical experiences of one country to 
the policies in another country, 
including any tendency to use the 
Russian Revolution as a “blue- 
print” for the achievement of So- 
cialism in other countries. Thus 
Lenin (Left-Wing Communism, 
p. 8), while insisting that many 
fundamental features of the Rus- 
sian Revolution had “international 
significance,” nevertheless, he add- 
ed: “Of course, it would be the 
greatest mistake to exaggerate this 


fact.” 
. 


IT, THEREFORE, is an attempt 
to befuddle the Jury and the Amer- 


ican people to picture the great 
Communist movement all over the 
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conspirators, working in the dark 
of the moon to force Socialism @r- 
bitrarily upon their peoples. ‘ In 
view of the Communist fight 
against anything even remotely re- 
sembling “blueprintism,” it is i- 
congruous, to say the least, to have 
the Prosecutor come in here at 
this late date and try to build a 
case against us on the grounds 
that wé, as “blueprinters,” are us- 
ing the Russian Revolution as a 
“detailed model for revolution in 
this country.” 

The Prosecution has built its 
whole case around its “blueprint” 
theory, around the false allegation 
that the American Communists, 
copying the Russian Revolution in 
detail and using it as their model, 
are trying to develop a revolution- 
ary facsimile of it in this country. 
When, as we will show in detail 
by Communist theory and prao- 
tice that the Prosecutor's “blue- 
print” fantasy is concocted out of 
thin air, his entire political frame- 


up will collapse. 


4. The Force and Violence Distortion 


= 


_ as 


Now let me deal with the Pro- 
secution’s main charge against us, 
namely that our Communist Party 
is teaching the overthrow of the 
American Government by force 
and violence. This charge, even 
with the help of reckless perjurors 
and phony anti-Communist “ex- 

rts” in Marxism-Leninism, cannot 

made to stand up. For it goes 
contrary to the whole body of Com- 


munist -theory and practice ever, 


since the days when the Commu- 
nist Manifesto was issued by Marx 
and Engels a century ago. 


The working class and other 


toiling elements are always and 
of 


instinctively the champions 
peace and democracy. This is 
true even when they have to wage 
wars and revolutions against bar- 
barous oppressors and exploiters. 


This fact is so because the toil- 
ers are the ones who always have 
to suffer the most from tyranny 
and from war’s destruction. They 
pick up the sword against those 
who oppress, exploit and would 
butcher them only when they have 
no other alternative, only when 
the road of peace is closed to them. 
They are the forces of democracy 
and peace. 

The Communists are the authen- 
tic spokesmen and leaders of -these 
inherently peace-loving and demo- 
cratic masses, 

The ruling capitalist class, on 
the other hand, never fails to grasp 


at weapons of autocracy and vio- 


lence whenever their class inter- 
ests are threatened. Habitually, 
and as a settled policy, they use 
their courts, police, jails, armies, 
and other means of repression 
against a resolute, Socialist-minded 
= — They a insti- 
gators and organi of fascism, 
civil war, an international war. 
Social violence always originates, 
under modern i , in 
ranks of capitalist reaction. This 
is an indisputable truth of current 


history... .-) «; te 
. Mara, Engels, Lenin, Stalin, and 


other Communist writers and Jead- 
ers who have been so lavishly 
quoted, or misquoted, here by the 
Prosecution’s witnesses, were not 
advocating force and violence in 
their writings, speeches, and deeds. 
The essence of what they were say- 
ing in all the quotations that have 
been read to you, was that, un- 
der the existing conditions, at- 
tempts of the working class peace- 
fully to establish Socialism through 
democratically elected parliaments 
could not succeed, because of rul- 
ing, class violence. 


They pointed out that, .at most, 
there was little democracy in the 
capitalist countries and that the 
employers, faced by a working class 


trying en masse to establish So- 
cialism by electing a majority in 
the parliament, would inevitably 
and unhesitatingly abolish what- 
ever feeble democratic procedures 
they might have, and would use 
open violence in order to beat down 
the movement, leaving the work- 
ers no other alternative than to 
reply with all their strength. 

The great Communist theore- 
ticians, however, have never taken 
the position that it was impossible, 
under any conceivable conditions, 
to achieve Socialism by peaceful 
means. On the contrary, they dis- 
tinctly foresaw such possibilities. 

Thus Marx, estimating the situ- 
ation three generations ago in Great 
Britain and the United States, said: 
“If, for example, the working class 
in England and the United States 
should win a majority in Parlia- 
ment, in Congress, it could legally 
abolish those laws and institutions 
which obstruct its develo hs 
(Briefe an Bebel, Lieb t, 
Kautsky und Andere, p. 516, 517, 
Moscow, 1933). 

Lenin, too, who has been grossly 


the}slandered here as an apostle of 


violence, at one time not only saw 
a 


tion, 


out a definite program of action 
upon that basis. 

And Stalin, who has also been 
falsely’ presented as advocating 
force and violence for the over- 
throw of democratic governments, 
while pointing out that capitalist 
anti-Socialist violence was inevi- 
table under existing conditions (he 
writes in 1928), nevertheless stated 
that it was thinkable that with a 
great growtl of world Socialism, 
“A ‘peaceful’ path of development 
is quite possible for certain capi- 
talist countries.” 

Stalin also, in his interview with 
H. G. Wells in 1934, correctly 
put the question of the Commu- 
nists’ attitude towards violence, as 
follows (Marxism vs. Liberalism, 
p. 17, New Century): 


“Communists do not in the 
least idealize the methods of 
violence. But they, the Commu- 
nists, do not want to be taken 
by. surprise, they cannot count 
on the old world voluntarily de- 
parting from the stage, they see 
that the old system is violently 
defending itself, and that is why 
the Communists say to the work- 
ing class; Answer violence with 
violence; do all you can to pre- 
vent the old dying order from 
crushing you, do not permit it 


| to put manacles on your hands, 


on the hands with which you 
will overthrow the old system.” 


LENIN, like other Communist 
leaders, therefore; on the basis of 
a scientific appraisal of actual con- 
ditions in his time, correctly warned 
the workers against nursing legal- 
istic illusions about capitalist de- 
mocracy. He told them that, con- 
fronted with the employers’ even- 
tual violence, they would have no 
alternative but to fight resolutely 
for their program. 

Lenin's warnings against the vio- 
lence of reaction were much the 
in principle as when Com- 


same 
munists out to the people that 
Ge © beocalis we lee’ as te 


capitalist system lasts. Obviously, 
however, it would be stupid to 
conclude from these warnings of 
Communists against war that they 
thereby advocate war. It would be 
no less stupid to interpret Lenin's 
similar warnings against capitalist 
violence as constituting an ad- 
vocacy of violence. 


The warnings by Lenin and other 
Communists that violence would 
be used against all genuine at- 
tempts to establish Socialism have 
been amply borne out by the armed 
attacks upon the Socialist move- 
ment in old Russia, by the never- 
endiitg warlike hostility of the capi- 
talist world, including its two all- 
out armed attacks in 1918 and 
1941, against the first Socialist 
Republic, and nowadays, too, by 
the rise of fascism and by the 
constant attempts of capitalist ele- 
ments to foment armed counter- 
revolutionary uprisings in the vari- 
ous new people’s democracies of 
Central Europe which are rapidly 
marching towards Socialism. 


Such capitalist violence is fur- 
ther illustrated by the Chiang Kai- 
shek government's attempts to 
stamp out Chinese Communism 
by force. The inevitable capitalist 
violence against Socialism is at this 
very moment also being shown by 
the plottings of world reaction to 
develop a third world war in or- 
der to destroy the Soviet Union 
and world democracy. 


The capitalists always go to 
every possible extreme of violence 
to cftush-Socialism. It is no con- 
tradiction of this historic fact if 
world capitalism does not seek to 
organize armed plots against the 
Labor Government in Great Brit- 
ain. The capitalists’ tolerant at- 
titude towards that regime is sim- 
ply because they know that it is 
in no sense a Socialist govern- 
ment. 


Actually, under the Labor Gov- 
ernment, which is openly abandon-

profits than they ever did under 
the former®Churchill Tory govern- 
ment. Capitalist reactionaries cor- 
rectly consider the Labor Govern- 
ment as a barrier to world So- 
cialism.

IT IS OF the most profound im- 
portance for the achievement of 
justice in this\case to point out 
that the Prosecution, in order to 
find examples of alleged advocacy 
of force and violence by Commu- 
nists, has been compelled to go 
back many years for its quota- 
tions. The books and other docu- 
ments that it has cited here so 
liberally and with such an air of 
complete finality, were writt

ars ago. 


With all its flexibility and ima- 
gination in totally misrepresenting 
the meaning of Communist writ- 
ings, the Prosecution has been un- 
able to produce any instances of 
the so-called advocacy of violence 
from the Communist movement of 
today. 

This is a most remarkable and 
significant fact, because the Com- 
munist movement now, far more 
than ever before, is pouring out 
great numbers of newspapers 
pamphlets, books and _ poli 
speeches in this country and 
over the world. 

Why, then, may we pertinently 
ask, does not the Prosecution cite 
some quotations of alleged ad- 
vocacy of force and violence from 
the pages of the present-day pro- 
grams, pamphlets, articles, and 
leadership speeches of the Commu- 
nist Party of the United States? 
Or. why not some quotes from the 
1945 Emergency Convention docu- 
ments which the Prosecution has 
—— 50 oe Or from 
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Or toon any of the other innumer- 
able publications of the Commu- 
nists ut the world? 


The answer is that the Prosecu- 
tion cannot do so. Not because 
its research department is weak, 
but because such quotations sim- 
ply do not exist. 


The Prosecution in this case, 
like other thought-control inquisi- 
tors of the present period, has 
not failed to note the remarkable 
shortage of its favorite “force and 
violence” quotations in current 
Communist writings, and this has 
proved to be a very-serious stum- 
bling block in the building up. of 
its deliberate frameup against us. 
So it proceeds glibly to try to ex- 
plain it away by alleging that 
nowadays Communists, saturated 
with conspiratorial moods, are not 
so frank in their utterances about 
force and violence as Lenin used 
to be. 


We are charged with using 
“Aesopian” language to obscure 
our meaning. But this is just an- 
other dose of political nonsense 
out of the same bottle as the Pros- 
ecutors ridiculous “blueprint for 
revolution” theory. 


Contrary to such reactionaries’ 
claims Communist Parties always 
enunciate their policies with com- 
plete frankness, as the Communist 
Manifesto so dramatically points 
out. If any books speak out more 
forthrightly and frankly upon the 

uestion of force and violence 
than Lenin’s State and Revolution 
or Stalin's Foundations of Lenin- 
ism (which we daily circulate), I 
camot imagine what they could 


be.

THE PROSECUTION, in an 
effort to find a way ~° out of its 
dilemma of having no so-called 
force and violence quotations 


from the Communist writings of 
this period, has been compelled to 
resort to a device which, for po- 
litical illiteracy, has hardly been 
equalled anywhere. This is_ its 
contention that merely by the 
Communist Party stating that it 
favors Marxism-Leninism it there- 
by automatically advocates . force 
and violence. This is nonsense. 
compounded upon absurdity. 


Marxism-Leninism represents a 
whole new world outlook, em- 
bracing every phase of human in- 
tellectual and physical activity— 
philosophy, economics, _ politics, 
science, art; ‘literature, etc., etc.— 
yet the Prosecution has the assur- 
ance to to reduce this whole 
vast complex of theory and prac- 
tice simply to a question of the 
advocacy of force and violence. 
To such desperation is the Prose- 
cution. driven in its futile efforts 
to. sustain its tottering frameup. 


The real explanation for the 
absence of the so-called force and 
violence formulations in current 
Communist writings is that for the 
past decade or more,, since the 
7th World Congress of the Com- 
intern in 1985, the Communist 
movement in this country as well 
as abroad, has been going along 
on the practical working theory 
that in this period, because of the 
broad mass struggle against fas- 
cism and war, it become pos- 
sible in a whole number of demo- 
cratic countries, including — the 
United States, legally to elect dem- 
ocratic governments which could, 
by curbing and defeating m8 
ist violence, orientate in the direc- 
tion of building Socialism. This 
trend, as we shall see has involved 
many tactical and strategical de- 
velopments- in Communist work- 
ing policy. 


This decisive united front, co- 
alition government development 
in the modern Communist move-' 


this trial proceeds, in no sense 
weakens or invalidates what Marx, 
Lenin, Stalin, and other Commu- 
nist spokesmen have said on the 
uestion of force and violence. 
the contrary, it all goes to re- 
enforce the correctness of, their 
realistic conclusions. 


It is only now, after militant 
American imperialism has _pro- 
voked civil wars in Greece and 
China: and is at present busily 
trying to create similar conditions 
in France, Italy and other Euro- 
pean countries, that Communist 
leaders are once again beginning 
to warn their followers of the 
danger of capitalist violence 
against the labor and _ Socialist 
movement in the so-called west- 
erm democracies. 


‘However,. the Communist Par- 
ties have by no means, even in 
such war-torn countries as Greece 
and China, abandoned their gen- 
eral perspective of a broad coali- 
tion, democratic advance to So- 
cialism. He who’ says that the 
Communists are advocating force 
and violence either does not know 
our movement or else delibérately 
misrepresents it. 


In the famous Schneiderman 
case a few years back, the United 


‘States Supreme Court, although 


not called upon formally to de- 
cide upon the legality of the Com- 
munist Party in this particular 
case, nevertheless, after making a 
study of the writings of Marx, 
Engels, Lenin, Stalin, and others, 
including practically all the key 
quotations presented here, and 
after conducting a survey of Com- 
munist history, had the following 
to say regarding the existing politi- 
cal line of the Communist Party 
of the U.S.A.: 


“A tenable conclusion from 
the foregoing is that the Party 
in 1927 desired to achieve its 
purpose by peaceful and demo- 
cratic means, and as a theoreti- 
cal matter, justified the use of 
force and violence only as a 
method of preventing an _ at- 
tempted _  counter-overthrow 
once. the Party had. obtained 
control in a peaceful manner, 
as a matter of last resort to en- 
force the majority will if in 
some indefinite future time be- 
cause of peculiar circumstances, 
constitutional or peaceful chan- 
nels were no longer open.” — 


American Communists consider 
this expression by the Supreme 
Court to be a fair and objective 
statement of the fundamentally 
peaceful and democratic character 
of Communist policy, not only of 
the Party's tactical line in 1927,' 
but of its present policy. as. well. 


This statement is a crushing ref- 
utation of the wild charges of 
the flock of stoolpigeons, per- 
jurors, informers, and renegades, 
as well as of the phony anti-Com- 
munst “experts,” who with every 
form of distortion and misrepre- 
sentation, have falsely sought to 
convince this Jury that Commu- 
nists are going about the country 
plotting and advocating the forci- 
ble overthrow of United 
States Government. 


It is an outrage, therefore, for 
the Prosecution to come igto this 
Court to charge us with advocat- 
ing force violence, and to 
demand of this Jury that we Com- 
munists, although working in the 
light of this. Supreme Court ex- 
pression, be condemned as crimi- 
nals and given savage prison sen- 
tences. After what the Supreme 
Court said, our Party: had every 
reason to conclude that its activi- 
ties were entirely within its rights 
under the United States Consti- 
tution, 


The charge that we are advo- 


basis of a deliberate misrepre- 
sentation of Communist policy. 
An abundance of easily available 
facts shows that we Communists 
do not now, nor have we ever, 
advocated the establishment of 
Socialism by force and violence. 


Communist Party of the U.S.A. 
specifically provides for the expul- 
sion of members who should ad- 
'vocate force and violence. Such

The New Times, a journal pub- 
lished by the trade unions of Mos- 
cow, in its August 4, 1945, num- 
ber, in discussing this trial and 
referring to the defendants, cor- 
rectly remarks: “Only idiots can 
believe that they plotted to over- 
throw the government by force 
and. violence.” 

This estimation is borne out by 
the fact that the Department of 
Justice, as admitted by Attorney 
General Clark himself, has been 
unable, in the nearly 30 years 
of our Party's life, to gather any 
evidence of such plottings by our 
Party. The charges made here 
against us are a bald-faced frame- 
up, buttressed by the lies of pro- 
fessional perjurors and redbaiters, 
the purposes of which are to out- 
law our Party, to further break 
down the Bill of Rights, to intimi- 
date the democratic masses, and 
to facilitate Wall Street’s program 
of reaction and war.

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5. The Communist Line 
In the Russian Revolution 


The Prosecution and its wit- 
nesses, as though they were speak- 
ing the truth of unchallengeable 
revelation, tell us in a hundred 
ways that the Russian Revolution 
of. 1917, which the Prosecution 
falsely tells you we are taking as a 
detailed “blue-print”, model for 
this countrv, was a horrible ex-' 
ample of deliberate and planned 
Communist violence. 


But the truth is something al- 
together different. Of course, 
there was violence in that revolu- 
tion, but it originated in the des- 
perate attempts of the  Czarist- 
capitalist reactionaries to save 
their doomed system from advanc- 
ing . democracy and _ Socialism 
through an appeal to armed force. 
These reactionaries lived by the 
sword and they politically died 
by it. 


It is just plain stupid to suppose 
that the ultra-rotten Czarist regime 
could have been cuneate by 
peaceful, parliamentary means. 
The ruling reactionary classes, truc 
.to the actions of similar classes 
in the past, were bound to attack, 
and they did, with all the force 
at their disposal, against every 
democratic movement, even the 
mildest. They repeatedly deluged 
the streets of St. Petersburg and 
other cities with theblood of the 
Russian people, who were de- 
manding the most elementary re- 
forms. It was inevitable, there- 
fore, that even the Kerensky cap- 
italist government, which grew 
out of the February, 1917 revolu- 
tion, could be established only 
upon the basis of a. violent over- 
throw of Czarist feudal reaction. 

But the Russian people were 
determined not to stop with the 
Kerensky regime, which allied 
with many reactionary forces, was 
systematically fighting against the 
peoples demands for — peace.

were in reality dual powers in 
existence; one, the Kerensky Gov-

ists as a result of the February 
Revolution, and the other the lo- 
cal mass Soviets, organized simul- 
taneously by the workers, peas- 
ants and soliders all over the vast 
expanse of Russia. Between these 
two rival forces a struggle for 
power went on, which, in No- 
vember, 1917, fiaally culminated 
in the victory of the Soviets, the 
real organizations of the Russian 


people.

LENIN, who had behind him 
eventually the great mass of the 
Russian nagjon, stated Communist 
—— policy for achieving power 
or the people, as follows (Selected 
Works, Vol. VI). 


“In order to obtain the power 


of the state, the class-conscious - 


workers must win the majority. 
to their side. As long as no 
violence is used against the 
masses, then there is no other 
road to power. .We are not 
Blanquists, we are not in favor 
of the seizure of power by a 
minority.” 

Certainly there is no advocacy 
of violence in that conception.

Communist movement ever 
since. 

In furtherance of this policy of 
the peaceful winning of doc al-_ 
ism, Lenin came forward with a 
whole program fdr the develop- 
ment of the Russian Revolution. 
In presenting this program, Lenin 
said in his book: Towards Seizure _ 
of Power, p. 263: 

“Before the democracy of 
Russia, before the Soviets, be- 
fore the S.R. and Menshevik 
Parties, there opens a possibility 
very seldom to be met with in 
the history of revolutions, name- 
ly, a possibility. of securing the 
convocation of the Constituent 
Assembly at the appointed date, 
without new delays, a possibility 
of securing the country against 
a military and economic catas- 
trophe, a possibility of securin 
a peaceful development of the 
revolution.” 

In the History of the Commu- 
nist Party of the Soviet Union (B), 
written by Stalin, the following 
comment is made upon these pro- 
posals of Lenin: 

“This meant that Lenin was 
not calling for a revolt against 
the Provisional Covernment, 
which at that moment enjoyed 
the confidence of the Soviets, or 
that he was demanding its over- 
throw, but that he wanted, by 
means of explanatory and re- 
cruiting work, to win a. majority 
of the Soviets to alter the com- 
position and policy of the Gov- 
ermment. This was a line en- 
visaging a peaceful development 
of the revolution in Russia.” 

Lenin's proposals for the peace- 
ful transition to Socialism in Rus- 
Sia were not aceepted by the other 
This 
was because the Kerensky Govern- 
ment, which had the backing of. - 
the Russian capitalists as well ag - 
of those of tne United States, 
Great Britain, France, and Japan, 
was opposed to Socialism, whether 


Ye 
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otherwise. Its central aim was to 


crush by force the rapidly grow- 
ing movement for Socialism and 
to keep the capitalists in power. 

But this counter-revolutionary 
plan failed completely, and the So- 
viets, representing the workers,| 
peasants and soldiers, and in 
which councils, by then, the Bol- 


gigantic savin

sheviks had won large majorities, 
brushed aside the decrepit and 
reactionary Kerensky regime. 
which had no democratic man- 
date, and organized the Soviet 
Government in the November 
Revolution. 


The newly-born Soviet Govern- 
ment had the backing of the over- 
whelming majority of the Russian 
people. Kerensky, too, like other 
reactionaries, chose the sword to 
defeat Socialism, and he perished 
politically by it. 

. 

ONE OF THE chief agguments 
used against Lenin by the Prose- 
cution in connection with the Rus- 
sian Revolution, in its attempt to 
condemn him as an advocate in 
principle of force, was a distortion 
of his use of the famous slogan, 
“War against War,’ or the trans- 
formation of the imperialist World 
War I into civil war for the es- 
tablishment of Socialism. — This 
slogan, the Prosecution suggests, 
is absolute proof that Lenin and 
all Communists do advocate force 
and violence. 

But Lenin's slogan, which was 
originally endorsed at the Basle 
( eo 9 of the. Second Interna- 
tional in 1912, preves nothing of 
the sort. 

First, this slogan was not put 
out as applying to all wars of all 
times. The application of slogans 
in connection with war depends 
upon the kind of war it is and 
the given situation. It is significant 
that this slogan of Lenin’s was not 
used during World War II. The 
renegade Budenz is a deliberate 


of putting out this slogan during 
the war. 

Second, Lenin’s slogan must be 
especially evaluated with regard 
to the specific circumstances under 
which it was issued and by the 
results that it achieved. If this 
evaluation is done honestly, there 
can be no other conclusion arrived 
at than that it was fundamentally 
a peace slogan. The “War against 
War” slogan pointed out, in the 
given political conditions, the very 
best way for the working class to 
gc in order to halt the murderous 
World War I and also to find the 
most direct and peacful route pos- 
sible for the establishment of So- 
cialism. 

© 

LENIN, as stated, issued his 
celebrated civil war slogan during 
World War I. This was a cold- 
blooded struggle between two 
groups of imperialist powers for a 
re-division of the world among 
themselves. The war needlessly 
cost the lives of at least 20,000,000 
people, who were brutally slaugh- 
tered by the ruling classes in their 
insatiable struggle for profit and 
power. 

Although Lenin’s slogan was ad- 
vocated generally in all the warring 
countries during World War I, its 
real political substance and ap- 
plicability, so far as the practical 
achievement of Socialism was con- 
cerned, was that the peoples of the 
reactionary, monarchistic empires 
of Eastern and Central Europe 
should fire their political tyrants, 
put an end to the butchery of the

war, take their political fate im 
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their own hands, and establish So- 
cialist governments. The autocra- 
tic rulers of these countries, not 
one of whom could make the 
slightest claim to having a dem- 
ocratic mandate from his pople, 
had long since merited swift re- 
moval from their positions by the 
criminal way in which they had 
forced their peoples into the ter- 
rible shambles of World War. I. 


Lenin, with his famous slogan, 
_—. the only way possible 
or the oppressed and slaughtered 

oples to get rid of these po- 
itical criminals by driving them 
out; for there was no trace of 


democracy in any of these re- 


acti regimes. It is well for 
those who criticize Lenin's slogan 
to remember that President Wil- 
son, with his well-known 14 points, 
also called upon the masses in 
the enemy Central Powers to do 
what amounted to making a revolt, 
although, of course, Wilson, un- 
like Lenin, did not want these 
peoples to go so far in their revolt 


as to overthrow capitalism itself. 
+ 


AS THINGS actually turmed 
out, the peoples of three great 
empires — Russia, Germany and 
Austria — upset their imperial gov- 
ernments in consequence of the 
war. These revolutionary demo- 
cratic movements in each case 
had the support of the overwhelm- 
ing masses of the nations con- 
cerned. The loss of life in the 
three revolutions, all of them put 
together, amounted only to a small 
fraction of the numbers of men 
killed in any one of dozens of 

eat battles that had been fought 
uring the 
War 

The three major _ revolutions 
after World War I were all bour- 
geois in character; that is, capital- 
ist revolutions. Only one, that in 
Russia, took the course of Lenin’s 
call and continued on over into 
the stage of a Socialist revolution. 
Such loss of life as later took 
place in some of these countries, 
including Russia, was entirely due 
to the ruthless efforts of the re- 
actionaries, arms in hand, to 
reestablish the old regimes which 
had been so justly overthrown by 
their peoples.

All of the whole vast area of 
eastern and* central Europe was 
especially ripe for socialism, 
notably Germany. If the latter 
country had actually gone Social- 
ist, as Russia did, many other 
European countries, if not the 
whole continent, would have fol- 
lowed suit and there never could 
have taken place the later rise of 
fascism nor the eventual outbreak 
of World War II, with its 
40,000,000 dead. Nor would there 
now be the threat of a new world 
war. 


Humanity all over the world, 
by following Lenin's path, would 
have spared itself measureless 
suffering and bloodshed. But the 
German Social Democrats, who 
had succeeded to wer as a 
result of the peoples overthrow 
of Kaiser Wilhelm II, refused to 
push on to socialism. In conse- 
quence, there were all the tragic 
results to the world that have 
since happened, and which con- 
tinue to follow, from the main-. 
tenance of an obsolete European 
capitalism. 

Lenin’s great slogan of trans- 
forming the imperialist war into 
civil war; therefore, far from being 
a slogan of violence, actually 
noliial the way for the most 
peaceful, democratic and progres- 
sive advance of Europe under the 
existing circumstances. The slogan 
was one of the most significant 
peace slogans ever enunciated h 
any political leader. This was all 
very fitting, because Lenin, con- 
trary to the slanderous allegations 
of the Prosecution, was the great- 


The basic political implication 
of this whole revolutionary situa- 


est of all fighters for peace and 
democracy in his time. 


6. The Political Line of the 


Communists After the Rise of Fascism 


Previously I have stated that 
“the Communist movement, in 
this country as well as abroad, has 
been going along on the practical 
working theory that in this period, 
because of the mass _ struggle 
against fascism and war, it has 
become possible -in a whole num- 
ber of democratic countries legally 
to elect democratic governments, 
which could, by curbing and de- 
feating all capitalist violence, 
orientate in ‘the direction of 
building socialism.” 

The rest of my testimony will 
be directed to proving this propo- 
sition, which destroys the whole 
charge of the Prosecution, that 
our Party advocates the overthrow 
of the United States government 
by force and violence. 


The political line of the world 
Communist movement, as cham- 

ioned by Lenin, especially in the 

ussian Revolution, was _pro- 
foundly correct. We defend and 
support it in every sense. 


When we say this general policy 
was right we mean that it pro- 
duced the maximum achievable 
defense of the workers’ position 
at the time under capitalism and 
that it also brought about the 
greatest possible advance to so- 
cialism—all at the least cost in 
struggle to the working class and 
the world’s peoples. P 

Fundamentally, it was a line 
of democracy and peace. This 
political line made one-sixth of 
the world Socialist, the USSR, and 
it would have brought all of Eu- 
rope to socialism and forever 
banished the danger of war, had 
it not been for the fla t betrayal 
of socialism by the Social Demo- 
crats of Germany and other .coun-

line; it was developed with the 


changing world. situation. This 
makes it necessary to consider the 
developments in political policy 
that have been made in recent 
years by Communists all over the 
world, including those in the 
U.S.A. 


These developments, which are 
a natural growth of the earlier 


line, have been the result of the| 


profoundly altered economic and 
political situation leading up to 
World War II. They especially 
began to take definite shape about 
15 years ago. Mostly of a tactical 
character, they do not depart 
from the fundamental principles 
and program of communism. They 
illustrate again the Communists’ 
seeking of the most peaceful, 
democratic way to _ socialism. 
They also emphasize with dramatic 
clarity the utter falseness of the 
Prosecution’s charge that Com- 
munists mechanically copy a 
“blueprint” of the Russian Revo- 
lution. 


It is only upon the basis of a 
correct appraisal of these new 
tactical developments and_ the 
present political situation, and not 
by garbled references olitical 
tactics and situations whic differ 
sharply from ours in this arms & 
that the Jury can truly decide 
whether or not the Communist 
Party of the United States is ad- 
Vocating the overthrow of the 
American government by force 
and violence. 


If an objective appraisal of these 
facts is made the Jury can do 
only one thing; namely, throw the 
Prosecution’s charges against us 
into the waste-basket and thus 
deal a smashing blow to’ this in- 


But Lenin's was, not ‘a static 
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THE NEW TACTICAL devel- 
opment of world Communist 
policies flowed previously out of 
the changing situation created by 
the deepened general crisis of 
capitalism. B e deepening of 
world sontelienil general crisis 
we mean the sntgealliontian of all 
the contradictions of capitalism. 

Major among these contradic- 
tions are the antagonisms between 
the increasing producing power of 
industry and the lagging consum- 
ing power of the capitalist markets, 
the conflicts between the workers 
and the capitalists, between the 
imperialist countries and the col- 
onies, between the great capitalist 
nations themselves, and between 
the decaying capitalist world and 
the growing Socialist world. 


This deepening general crisis of 
capitalism manifests itself by 
heavier and more prolonged eco- 
nomic crises, by a sharpened class 
Struggle, with growing assaults 
upon the living standards, free- 
dom and labor organizations of 
the workers, by ruthless attempts 
to strangle thé economic life and 
growing political aspirations, of 
the colonial peoples, ee the out- 
break of two world wars and 
preparations for a new one, and 
by the intensified capitalist hatred 
and fear of all manifestations of 
socialism. 


A decisive result of this deepen- 
ing world capitalist crisis, which 
signifies the growing decline of 
that social order, is the growth 
of fascism. The victory of fascism, 
however, is not inevitable, given 
a united working class led by the 
Communist Party. - 

Monopoly capital, the ruling 
force in all developed capitalist 
countries, has become essentially 
fascist in its outlook. More and 


imore. the leadership ‘of ‘the | cap. 


besa 


italist class in every nation tends 
to be concentrated into the hands 
of the biggest, most ruthless and 
most chauvinistic capitalists, who 
are the fountain-head of all fas- 
cism and warmongering. 

These fascist-minded capitalists 
try to solve the increasing prob- 
lems of themselves and their whole 
capitalist system by sharpened at- 
tacks upon the workers, by the 
abolition of democratic civil lib- 
erties and by wars upon other 
capitalist countries and the USSR, 
in short, by fascism. But this 
reckless course only still further 
deepens the capitalist crisis. 

Fascism is not a phenomenon 
So ag to Germany, Japan and 
taly. All monopoly capital is to- 
day basically fascist, whether 
these capitalists advocate fascism 
openly or not. This characteriza- 
tion is true also of American 
monopoly capital. Were the Wall 
Street imperialists to succeed in 
accomplishing their present drive 
for world conquest, the result 
would be~an imminent danger of 
a fascist world. 


ON THE REVERSE side of 
the pictyre, another vital effect of 
the deepening crisis of capitalism. 
with its fascization of monopoly 
capital, fs the growth of a tremen- 
dous peoples’  anti-monopolist, 
anti-fascist, anti-war movement on 
a world scale. 

This anti-fascist movement, born 
in a new situation, is essentially 
a new phenomenon. Vast bodies 
of the le, in fact, whole 
groups of classes and even entire 
nations, are finding themselves 


compelled to fight to defend their 
most cherished rights against the 


attacks, domestically and on an 
scale, of “powerfill 


-_— 


capitalist groupings, led by fascist- 
minded bankers and industrialists. 

Thus, ithe anti-fascist masses 
have to fight against the growing 
economic chaos, against the depri- 
vation of elementary democratic 
rights which they strove for cen- 
turies to secure, against national 
subjugation, or even national ex- 
tinction, at the hands of the new” 
fascist, war-making _ barbarians. 
both domestic and foreign. Never 
in history has world humanity 
faced such a dangerous threat to 
its life and liberty as it does now 
from fascisized big business. 


This new world situation, bred 
of the deepening crisis of capital- 
ism and involving, on one side, the 
growth in all major capitalist coun- 
tries of big-business-created fas- 
cism, the sharpest expressions of 
it -being the fascist Axis powers, 
and on the other side, a gigantic 
world-wide _anti-fascist §move- 
ment, all of which took shape in 
the period between the two world 
wars, imperatively demanded a 
further development in policy on 
the part of the world Communist 
movement. This development duly 
took place, beginning in the mid- 
dle 1930’s shortly after Hitler’s 
seizure of power in’ Germany. ‘The 
resulting changed tactica] line may 
be briefly stated under two heads. 


First, it consisted of developin 
vast united front movements o 
the awakening anti-fascist masses 
in individual countries. These were 
far broader in scope than anything 
that had been possible in the pre- 
fascist period. 

Not only Communist Parties but 
also Socialist parties, trade unions, 
peasant movements, middle class 
groupings, some Catholic 
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zations, and also even sections of 
the smaller capitalists, were show- 
ing a readiness to join forces in 
common political movements and 
struggles to defend themselves 
against the deadly threat of fas- 
cism and war, coming from the 


fascists within and withovt their’ 


countries. These united front, or 
people’s front movements, while 
generally not yet ready to fight for 
Socialism, were determined to 
fight for the establishment of anti- 
tascist, anti-war governments. 


Second, on the international 
scale, the new tactics, in the face 
of the rise of the fascist war dan- 
ger, by rousing many peoples to 
the danger of the loss of their na- 
tional independence, or even of 
their very physical existence, at 
the hands of the fascist warmakers, 
made it possible for the U. S. S. R. 
to take the initiative in the for- 
mation of a great international 
peace movement to restrain the 
warmongers. 


THE IMPLICATIONS of this 
two-phased new tactical line—of 
people's fronts in the respective 
countries and of the international 
peace front on the world scale- 
were far-reaching. 


The first domestic implication 
was that because of this tremen- 
dous mass backing, based on an 


elementary defense of their living 


standards, trade unions, people's 
liberties, and international peace.

ments, in Countries where there 
existed at least a certain minimun: 
of democracy, legally to elect peo- 
ples front governments on anti- 
fascist programs in critical political 
situations, notwithstanding violent 
capitalist oppositiona This was a 
very different situation than during 
the pre-fascist period when, as 
Lenin pointed out, itr was impos- 
sible for workers to secure legally 
elected governmental majorities in 
the face of the employers’ violence, 
when they were fighting directly 
forthe proletarian dictatorship 
and Socialism. 

Another very important domes- 
tic implication of these new peo- 
ples front governments, partict- 
larly in the conditions following 
World Wer II, was that, in their 
imperative fight against the viol- 
ence of fascist-minded big capital 
of their own and other countries, 
they had to, if they were to sur- 
vive at all, take measures that 
inevitably orientated them in the 
direction of Socialism. With the 
state power in their hands and 
with the active support of the 
trade unions, the workers’ political 
parties, and other people's organtf- 
zations, the new people's democ- 
racies, as we shall see further 


‘along, were able legally to initiate 


these Socialist transition measures, 
in spite of whatever violence the 


employers might develop against | 


this new type of state. 

In such situations the employ- 
ers were at the big disadvantage 
of fighting violently agamst de- 
mocratically elected governments. 
The broad significance of all this 
was that there had been opened 
up, in cerlain countries at least 
and under special conditions, what 
has been called a new route to So- 
cialism. . 7 

In these instances, instead of 
society making a direct transition 
trom aaaeaky capitalism to So- 
cialism, all in one leap, as was itn- 
perative in pre-fascist days, there 
‘was now the possibility of electing

THE SECOND broad implica- 
lion of the new Communist tac- 
tical line, this time in its interna- 
tional aspects, was that the bring- 
ing together of the peace-loving 
peoples in a world peace front en- 
abled the placing of a powerful 
curb upon the fascist war-makers. 
Lenin was right when, 30 years 
ago, on the basis of much bitter ex- 
perience, le said it was “unthink- 
able” that the peace-loving Soviet 
Union would be allowed to live at 
peace in the jungle-like capitalist 
world, But Stalin was also correct 
when, during the past few years, 
he has several times stated (not- 
ably in his interview with Harold 
Stassen) that it is desirable. wise,

gether. [If Stalin could make this 
statement it is because the demo- 
cratic forces of the world, in their 
fight against the fascist menace, 
have now grown politically so 
much stronger that they can com- 
pel the fascist-imperialist monop- 
olists to keep world peace. - 
When Communists say that war 
is inevitable so long as capitalism 
lasts the implication has been that 
the capitalists were still in the de- 
ciding position. But now, when 
the forces of world democracy 
have grown so powerful, it be- 
comes possible for the first Lime to 
put a bridle on the capitalist war- 
makers. Prévent the war, therefore, 
was the main slogan of the Com- 
munists before World War II. 


Now, in the face of the capital- 
ist preparations for World War III, 
the democratic forces have becom~ 
strong enough to halt the war, if 
they act unitedly, but also to de- 
feat the capitalists if they shonld 
launch the war. 


THE FOREGOING constituted. 
in brief, the new tactical line of 
the world Communist movement, 
including the American Commu- 
nist Party, as it developed with the 
rise of world fascism. With its 
perspective of legally elected peo- 
ple’s front governments in various 
countries and of a world front ot 
the peace-loving nations to re- 
strain and defeat the imperialist 


warmongers, it is simply absurd to 
charge, as the Prosecution is doing 
here, that this Communist program 
was one of advocating force and 
violence. 

Obviously, here we have policies 
‘based upon the cultivauun of 
peace and the strengthening of 
democracy in the individual coun- 
tries and in the world generally. 

It is also ridiculous to charge, in 
the light of these world-wide de- 
velopments in Communist policy, 
including that in the United States, 
tLat the Communists: as the Pro- 
secutor, Mr. McGohey, alleg:s, 
simply follow a “blueprint” of 
what took place during the Rus- 
sian Revolution of 1917 for, aga'n 
obviously, the Communists mt" ‘r 
national and international pol'c’>s 
through the years, have ben 
striking out into fields of decidedly 
new polilical experiences, never 
experienced at any stage of the 
Russian Revolution. 

Here, in the crucible of prac- 


tical experience, you see Marxism- 
Leninism ir action. It is the mzan- 
ing in life of all the writings of 
Marx, Lenin, and Stalin, whicia 
have been so profusely and in- 
correctly quoted to the fury by the 
Prosecutor. And the sum result of 
it all is a Communist political line, 
which only ignoramuses or delib- 
erate distorters can deny, that 
clearly and definitely is founded 
vpon the most fundamental prin- 


ciples of peace and democracy. 


The new tactical line of the 
world Communist movement, in 
its fight for peace, democracy, and 


Socialism, began to take definite 
shape at the Seventh Congress ot 
the Communist International, held 
in July, 1935, in which the Cont- 
munist Party of the United States 
participated. This Congress was 
held only a little over two years 
after Hitler had seized power in 
Germany, and the menace of fas- 
cism, with its threats of human en- 
slavement and war, was already 
alarming the democratic world. 


The Seventh Congress _ pro- 
ceeded boldly to reshape its politi- 
cal line to meet the new and 
. threatening danger to mankind. In 
summing up the work of this con- 
gress, Georgi Dimitrov, Ceneral 
Secretary of-+he Comintern, said: 
“Ours has been'a Congress of a 
new tactical orientation of the 
Communist International.” 


The chief change made in the 
prevailing tactical line by the Sev- 
enth Congress was to emphasize 
still more the fight for democracy 
and peace and against fascism and 
war as the all-decisive task of the 
working class and of :the various 
peoples. To this. general end the 
Congress evaluated the tremen- 
dous scope of the developing mass 
anti - fascist world movement, 
pointed out the way for the build- 
ing of people's front, anti-fascist 
governments in individual coun- 
tries, and indicated possibilities for 
the formation of an international 


icy, not only of the Communists, 
but also of unnumbered millions of 
non-Communists from one end of 
the world to the other. 


Considering the profound role 
that this anti-fascist policy was to 
play in the ensuing years, right 
down to this very Court trial, the 
Seventh Congress of the Comin- 
tern ranks definitely as one of the 
most important international meet- 
ings of recent times. The Commu- 
nist Party of the U. S. A., at that 
time an affiliate of the Comintern, 
took full part in the Seventh Con- 
gress and gave the new united 
front, anti-fascist tactics its fullest 
support, 

The actual beginnings of the 
united front struggle of the Com- 
munists against the fascists go 
back, however, to before the Sev- 
enth Congress, to the all-out fight 
against Hitler proposed by the 
German Communists to the Social- 
Democrats in 1932. But this was 
rejected by the Social-Democrats, 
and Hitler won an easy victory. 

The preliminary application of 
the new line, as worked out by the 
Seventh Congress of the Comin- 
ten in 1935, began, however, 
early in 1936, when popular front 
anti-fascist governments were elec- 
ted in France and Spain by the 
two peoples, who were deeply 
aroused by the victory of German 
fascism and were -determined to 
defend themselves. In the mean- 
time, in September, 1934, the 
USSR had entered the League of 
Nations and begun to fight for the 
establishment of a joint interna- 
tional peace front against the fas- 
cist war organizers, Germany, Italy 
and Japan. |

THESE EARLY united front

People’s Front Government which 
was elected early in 1936. The 
Social Democrats and Radical So-

democratic action to halt Hitler.

three countries, themselves fascist- 


‘minded like Hitler and his allies, 


refused to unite against Hitler, but, 
on the other hand, would have 
been very glad to support Hitler 
in @n all-out capitalist war against 
the USSR, such as they are plan- 
ning today.

IN THE United States, during 
this early period, the struggle 
against fascism did not take on 


such well-defined people’s front! 


characteristics as it did in these 
European countries. The Roose- 
velt New Deal regime, although it 
had solid popular backing, was not 
a peoples front. * In supporting 
Roosevelt's measures, theretore, 
the Communist Party always bore 
this fact in mind. All through this 
pre-war anti-fascist struggle the 
Communist Party held as its major 
objective for the United States, the 
eventual election of a people's 
front government. It is silly to 
speak of this line as a program ol 
force and violence. 

As for the gallant effort of the 
USSR, during the latter 1930's, to 
organize the peace-loving peoples 
of’the world against the maraud- 
ing fascist powers, that, too, did 
not register immediate success. 
This was because of the refusal of 
Great Britain, France, and the 


‘United States to support common, 


millions of lives would have been 
saved by an application of the 
Communists’ international peace 
front line. 


Let this gigantic fact be borne 
in mind by those reactionaries who 
dare to charge Communists with 
advocating policies of force and 


violence.

AFTER THE USSR got into the 
war, in June, 1941, the new Com- 
munist anti-fascist tactics, initiated 
by the Seventh World Congress of 
the Comintern and expanded to 
meet the war conditions caused by 
the fascists, actually got into et- 
fective, successful operation. 

By this time, the western democ- 
racies, which were then at the 
point of defeat from Hitler’s armies, 
were glad enough to form the anti- 
fascist international alliance, such 
as the USSR had proposed to them 
several years before. The anti-fas- 
cist people's fronts of pre-war days 
also developed into anti-Hitler na- 
t:onal fronts, It was, this great na-

nism. This fact is of profound sig- 
nificance in the issues before us in 
this trial. 

On the battlefields the Com- 
munist forces, above all the great 
Soviet Red Army, were second to 
none in valor in fighting the fas- 
cists. Actually, the Red Army did 
several times as much real fight- 
ing as the armed forces. of the 
United States, Great Britain, and 
France all put together, and it 
suffered several times as large 
human losses. 

And in the super-dangerous un- 
derground fighting against Hitler 
in the occupied countries, the Com- 
munists were everywhere the lead- 
ers and organizers. Also, in the 
struggle for maximum wartime pro- 
duction the Communists, too, were 
indefatigable fighters and _ loyal 
supporters of labors no-strike 
pledge. Everywhere the Commu- 
nists were the most vigorous sup- 
porters of the vital wartime slogan 
of national and international unity 
of the anti-fascist forces. 

It is an incontestable fact that 
the war could not have been won 
without the Communists and their 
solid policy of all-out anti-fascist 
struggle. Especially, had it not 
been for the Red Army the world 
today would be under the heel of 
the fascist barbarians. Let the Jury 
in this case also bear this fact in 
mind when they hear our accusers

IT WAS during the World War

Now, let’ us examine into the 
significance of that related state- 
ment made by me earlier, in this 
general connection, to the effect 
that it is only now, in the face 
of the reactionary conditions cre- 
ated by the aggressive drive of 
American imperialism, that Com- 
munist leaders are again begin- 
ning to warn their followers and 
their peoples of the danger of cap- 
italist violence against the labor 
and Socialist movement in the 
“western democracies.” This ex- 
amination is necessary in order to 
appraise correctly the current sig- 
nificance of the many quotations 
that have been read to the Jury 
and also to evaluate the prevail- 
ing policies of the Communist 
Party of the United States.

They shivered in fear at the 
legal and comparatively easy es- 
tablishment of coalition govern- 
ments and people’s democracies in 
various European ~ macy at the 
spread of great national liberation 
sovaiealiy te the Far East, and 
at the vast'increase in the world 
prestige of the Soviet Union. Gen- 
erally they were terrified at this 
whole peaceful movement in the 
direction of Socialism. Especially 
were they alarmed because the 
Communists, with their anti-fascist 
political line, were in the heart 
of it all. 

These capitalists were all thg 
more scared because the reaction- 
ary forces in Europe and Asia, 
badly shattered and discredited 
because of their traitorous pro- 
fascist attitude during the war, 
could do little, except to launch 
abortive civil wars in Greece and 
China, to stem this elemental 
democratic - Soeialist forward 
movement of the people. 

It was. in this spirit that the 

werful American reactionaries, 
deeply alarmed at the world dem- 
ocratic picture and also seeing a 
chance to feather their own nest

upon themselves to smash this tre- 
men‘lous progressive movement at 
any cost and with every means.

Notwithstand- 
ing all its economic and political 
pressures, the United States is ob- 
viously not succeeding in over- 
whelming the Soviet Union, the 
new democracies and the world 
democratic forces; hence the Wall 
Street imperialists are now plan- 
ning to accomplish by mil‘tary 
means what they have not been 
able to do with financial, d‘plo- 
matic, political, and other meth- 
ods. And their war blow is being 
prepared against the USSR, the 
main fortress of world democracy. 

These capitalist oligarchs have 
long been calculating upon making 
war against the Soviet Union. Al- 
ready during World War II they 
had this dangerous scheme defi- 
nitely in mind.

NOT SURPRISINGLY, in view

CAPITALIST reactionaries all 
over the world are now shouting 
that Czechoslovakia presents a 
glaring exam of a democratic 
republic deliberately overthrown 
by organized Communist violence. 
But such an interpretation com- 
mot f falsifies what actually hap- 
pened. When the shift in political 
control took place last February, 
‘the Czechoslovak government was 
based ‘on a national unity coali- 
tion in. which the Communists and 
left Social Democrats held a ma- 
jority of the seats. 


IN CHINA, the civil war had 
basically similar origins. The Com- 
munist Party, during the middle 
twenties, had a united front with 
the Kuomintang, a combination of 
forces which defeated first 
Manchu feudalists and then

But 
Chiang Kai-shek, a rabid red-baiter, 
believing that with American aid 
he could defeat the Communists 
in a few months’ time, rejected all 
Communist approaches and con- 
tinued the civil war. Naturally, the 
Communists fought back. In the 
resulting break-up of the National- 
ist Government and the complete 
defeat of its reactionary cause, 
Chiang and his Wall Street backers 
are but reaping the whirlwind they 


have sown. 
. 


THE ESSENCE of the present 
political situation, especially in Eu- 
rope, is, therefore, that the Com- 
munists and the broad democratic 
masses are trying to continue the 
democratic and peaceful advance 
to Socialism that took place in 
many countries immediately follow- 
ing the end of the war. Whereas, 
on the other hand, the forces of 
reaction, organized and led by Wall 
Street imperialism, are striving, at 
all costs, to block this democratic- 
Socialist advance. 


To do this, the reactionaries are 
pushing to suppress democracy and 
to establish conditions of fascism 
and civil war in the various coun- 
tries. The purpose of American 
policy in Europe, together with 
that of its reactionary allies, is 
thus to make it impossible for the 
European masses to elect people’s 
front governments, with their ele- 
mentary anti-fascist, anti-imperial- 
ist, anti-war programs, and _ to 
reduce the whole situation to a 
state where there is no alternative 
but open revolutionary struggle by 
the forces of progress against those 
of reaction. Such a situation al- 
ready exists in Spain, where the 
friends of national freedom have 
no alternative but to conduct an 
armed guerilla struggle against the 
butcher, Franco. 


Under American pressure, the 
class sttuggle in Europe is rapidly 
sharpening, and the prospect is for 
it to become still more acute. For 
it would be silly to expect that 
the European peoples will ealmly 
allow Wall Street imperialism to 
rob them of their domestic democ- 
rac¥, to enslave them nationally, 
and to lead them into another war 
shambles. On the contrary, they 
will deal blow for blow, and more, 
against rising fascism and war- 
mongering. 


If there is to be civil war, it 
will be the choice of the reaction- 
aries, not of the people. Two 
years ago, before Wall Street had 
gotten its aggressive drive for 
world control well under way and 
while the Communists were still 
members of the French and Italian 
governments, all Europe, let me 
repeat, was practically devoid of 
strikes. The populations, save for 
capitalist saboteurs, were unitedly 
engaged in rehabilitation work, 
and the rate of industrial recovery 
was rapid. 


But now, with Wall Street im- 
perialism’s drive to strangle Eu- 
ropean democracy, to destroy the 
Communist Parties, to split the 
trade unions, to halt the nationali- 
zation of industry, and to estab- 
lish its own economic and political 
combination, Europe has _ been 
' thrown into turmoil. Great strikes 
now follow on one another in rapid 
- suecession. The American-spon- 


sored reactionary governments are| 
seeking to suppress thege strikes by} . 


and violence. The workers 
are fighting back resolutely, and 
the danger of civil war becomes 
more and more acute in France, 
Italy, and other countries.

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the danger of a Wall Street-pro- 
voked World War III. The respon- 
sibility for the present disturbed 
and tense condition of Europe and 
the world, and for the growing 
violence of the class struggle, rests 
squarely upon the shoulders of 
American imperialism. 


THE VERY HEART of working- 
class and Communist policy in 
Europe, as elsewhere, is that it 
seeks to develop the most peace- 
ful possible path to progress and 
Socialism; but if American reaction 
gives the peoples no other alter- 
native than to fight, then. fight 
they will, and the long run con- 
sequences will be disastrous for 
American big business. American 
reactionary pressure is driving the 
democratic European peoples to 
more militant action and to more 
Left policies. 


This was graphically illustrated 
not only in Czechoslovakia but 
in Poland, where, faced by Amer- 
ican-organized armed attempts to 
overthrow their New Democracy, 
the people dealt heavy blows to 
the domestic reaction and speeded 
their country even faster along the 
road to Socialism. The French, 
Italian, and many other workers 
are showing the new militancy, 
provoked by the offensive of Amer- 
ican reaction. The Greek and 
Chinese civil wars also give indica- 
tions of how the peoples will re- 
sist the attempts of reaction to beat 
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down the democratic - Socialist 
movement of the world. 


It can be said to the Wall Street 
imperialists that if, in spite of the 
democratic resistance, they should 
succeed in plunging Europe (and 
the Far East) into civil war and 
the world into another great inter- 
national conflagration, this would 
not give the mastery to American 
capitalism. Those atombomb fana- 
tics who believe that war can solve 
all their problems would be in for 
a rude awakening. 


Democracy and Socialism have 
now become far too strong: to be 
crushed by capitalistic military 
force. The peoples are not going 
to stand by passively and let Wall 
Street fasten its yoke upon their 
necks. They will not surrender 
their national independence; they 
will not submit to a new fascist 
tyranny; they will never give up 
their new democratic and Socialist 
regimes. 


Wall Street imperialism, with its 
war program, cannot defeat Social- 
ism by military action and thus 
save dying world capitalism. All 
Wall Street could do, were it to 
have the war it wants, would be 
to bring ruin upon itself, at a ter- 
rible price to humanity. 


An American-Soviet war, which 
could only come as the supreme 
expression of American aggression, 
would be a thoroughly hated war. 
Obvieusly throughout the capital- 
ist world the Communists would 
oppose such a war and so would 
the overwhelming masses of the 
peoples. In the face of that new 
war provacation, the North Atlan- 
tic Pact, the French and Italian 
Communist Parties have clearly 
stated their determination not to 
fight against the U.S.S.R. Our 
American Party has done likewise. 
Where the great Communist Party 
of China and its democratic allies 
stand on this question, we are told 
by the New York Times of April 
3rd, which quotes these allied 
democratic forces as follows, 


“If the imperialist aggressive 
block dares to provoke this re- 
actionary war, endangering the 
peoples in the world, we will 
unite the people throughout the 
country, observe the immortal 
behest of Sun Yat-sen, adopt 
necessary means, and march for- 
ward hand in hand with the ally 
of China, the Soviet Union, and 
world forces for peace and dem- 


ocracy in determined struggle 
against the instigators of an ag- 
gressive war to defeat the ag- 
gressors, overthrow the entire 
imperialist system, and realize 
the liberation of all mankind 
and permanent peace. We be- 
lieve that if war breaks out, the 
imperialist aggressors are sure 
to be defeated and the invaded 
countries opposing imperialism 
are sure to win.” 


Who can believe the American 
people favor such a war? Those 
warmongers who delude them- 
selves into thinking that the whole 
non-Socialist- world would join en- 
thusiastically in an all-out war 
against the U.S.S.R. and against 
the new democracies of Eastern 
and Central Europe, would find 
their plans shattered if they should 
try their desperate gamble. In case 
of war there would be many nev- 
tral capitalist countries, and others, 
at most, would be but half-hearted 
participants.

The peoples of the world will

outbreak of a Wall Street war ob- 
viously would at the same time 
mean the precipitation of civil 
war. The present mass opposition 
everywhere to “the proposed war 
could only increase tremendously 
with the beginning of actual hos- 
tilities. 

The masses will not stand for 
millions more being slaughtered 
by the new and dreadful weapons 
of war. The stage would be set for 
a tremendous revolutionary move- 
ment to bring the war to the ear- 
liest possible conclusion, despite 
the warmongers, on a basis of a 
general democratic settlement all 
around. It would be an evil time 
for monopoly capital. 


The hot-foot warmongers of 
this period would do well to read 
again the warning given by the 
Comintern in its 1928 Congress to 
the war organizers of that time. 

It said: 


“Thus the development of. the 
contradictions within modern 
world economy, the develop- 
ment of the general capitalist 
crisis, and the imperialist mili- 
tary attack upon the Soviet Un- 
ion, inevitably lead to a mighty 
revolutionary outbreak which 
must overwhelm capitalism in 
a number of the so-called civi- 
lized countries, unleash the vic- 
torious revolution in the colo- 
nies, broaden the base of the 
proletarian dictatorship to an 
enormous degree, and thus, with 
tremendous strides, bring near-

IF THE Wall Street imperial- 
ists dare to launch the new world

war, as the American imperialists 
will learn to their surprise if they 
dare to begin dropping their atom- 
ic bombs. A new world war would 
surely result in shattering the 
world capitalist system, and before 
the last chapter of it were written, 
the great democratic masses, vic- 
torious over the imperialist war- 
makers, would indeed take up with 
tripled vigor their inexorable work 
of building a Socialist world. 


Such a war is totally unneces- 
sary. The American people want 
American-Soviet collaboration, and 
the American Government can 
have such collaboration with the 
Soviet Government for peace at 
any time it wishes. But in order 
to accomplish this it must treat 
the U.S.S.R. on a basis of equality. 


Our Government can expect only 


opposition when it triés to slug the 
U.S.S.R. into submission by threat- 
ening it with the atom-bomb and 
by confronting it with hard-boiled 
majorities in the United Nations. 


Communists are irreconcilable 
enemies of war. The charge that 
Communists want war in order to 
bring about revolution is a typical 
red-baiting slander. 

Socialism is inevitable, war or 
no war. It is stupid, then, to think 
that the Communists want the 
common people, their people, 
slaughtered off by tens of millions 
in a devastating atomic war which 
would lay waste the whole of civi- 
lization. The Communists stand 
four-square for the most peaceful 
possible development of society. 
The danger of war, like the danger 


of civil war in Europe, comes en- 
tirely from the American big capi- 
talists, who are being made des- 
perate through the failure \of their 
capitalist system and the ‘irresis- 
tible advance of Socialism.

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It is now necessary to examine 
more closely American Commu- 
nist policy, because this policy is 
the living demonstration of how 
Communists in this country under- 
stand and apply the principles of 
Marxism-Leninism in __ specific 
American conditions. It would be 
only a mockery of justice not to 
consider the actual practice of our 
Party.

'n this sense, of a full statement 
of Communism, therefore, I am 
outlining the following proposi- 
tions as the working elements of 
Communist policy in action and in 
pronaganda, in the United States. 


The Communist Party of the 
United States is an -independent 
political organization, with no or- 
ganic connections with the Com- 
munist Parties of other countries. 
Our Party is not bound by pro- 
grams, strategy and tactics as 
enunciated and applied by other 
Communist Parties, although nat- 
urally, as a Communist Party it is 
deeply interested in them, learns 
much from them, and is animated 
by a high spirit of proletarian in- 
ternationalism. 

Our Party works out its own 
policies upon the basis of its own 
understanding of the . principles 
of Marxism-Leninism and in ac- 
cordance with the requirements 
of the political situation in the 
United States and the world. 


It should surprise nobody, how- 
ever, that there is a fundamental 
similarity between the policies of 
the Communist Parties in the vari- 
ous countries as they are all im- 
bued with the same principles of 
Marxism-Leninism. No one. is sur- 
prised at likenesses to be found in 
the policies of other international 
ideological - political groupings — 
including Social Democrats, trade 
unionists, Catholics, fascists, etc. 

First: The Communist Party is 
American. We Communists love 
our .vast and beautiful country; 
we cherish our great people, with 
their splendid achieyements in in- 
dustry, in science, and in democ- 
racy; we revere, too, our, flag, 
which has been gloriously carried 
through two revolutions, and 
through the recent anti-Hitler war. 
We take second place to nobody 
in our devotion to the United 
States and its people. 

The’ foundation principle of all 
Communist policy is to make ours 
a freer, happier and more prosper- 
ous nation. Whoever does not un- 
derstand this high patriotic motive 
as the basis of our policy knows 
precisely nothing about the Com- 
munist Party in this country or 


anywhere else. We are flesh and | 


blood of the American people, and 
we reject with scorn the charges 
of Yeactionaries that we are 
“atents of a foreign power.” 

It is in the spirit of the highest 
patriotism that the Communist 
Party, ever since its foundation al- 
most 30 years ago, has. fought 
tirelessly for every cause that is. in 
the interest of the workers and the 
broad masses of the people. In 


big struggles during the past gen-| lon 


eration to unionize the basic in- 
dustries—steel, auto, lumber, metal: 
mining, electrical, and. many oth- 
ers—the Communists were excelled 
by nobody as active and effective 


or 


Negro people. In the Scottsboro 
case, the Herndon case, the Camp 
Hill cases, the Trenton cases, and 
\in scores of other struggles against 
the Jimcrowers and the lynchers, 
the Communist Party has boldly 
‘taken the lead and blazed the trail 
'to liberty for these most oppressed 
of all our people. The fight for 
Negro rights is a major front in 
the whole struggle for the defense 
and, extension of democracy in this 
country. 


The Communist Party. also stands 
‘second to none in ffs fight against 
fascism, which is surely a struggle 
in the interests of the American 
people. While most top labor 
leaders were busily appeasing Hit- 
ler, there were tens of thousands 
of Communists, including 3,000 
Americans, fighting aaginst Hitler, 
arms in hand, in Spain. And in 
World War II our Party furnished 
no less than 15,000 valiant anti- 
Hitler soldiers, many of whom were 


decorated for bravery on the field 
of battle, 


The Party’s three present-day 
central issues are also Bet in 
the very best interest of our a he 
people. These are, first, to protect 
the workers, by soci 
and other measures, against the 
ravages of the developing economic 
crisis, signs of whose coming are 
daily multiplying on_ the horizon; 
second, to defeat growing fascism 
in the United States, with all its 
insidious and complex manifesta- 
tions, and, third, to prevent the 
outbreak of a new world war, the 
danger of which becomes more 
and more threatening as Wall 
Street imperialism develops 
policies imperialist expansion 
‘and world conquest. ee 
It.is also in this spirit of con- 
|serving the national interest of the 
| American people that the Com- 
munist Party- advocates its pro-

But their political will is dis- 
torted and thwarted by the rich 
monopolists who, controlling the 
Government, arrogantly presume 
to speak in the name of the Amer- 
ican people. These big exploiters 
own the industries of out country; 
they dominate both the Repub. 
lican and Democratic Parties; they 
consider the Government to be 
their personal property; they use 
the press, the radio, the schools, 
and eveiy other means of public 
information as weapons with 
which to maintain their class rule. 
Their influence also saturates the 
churches and runs deep into the 


, 


ranks of the consevative trade 


union Jeadership. 

_ The ruling capitalists’ sole ob- 
jective is to increase their private 
profits, which last year, after taxes 
reached the fabulous figure of 21 
billion dollars. The monopolists 
are poison sources of fascism, im- 


perialism, war, and reaction of ev-| 


ery kind. And all this rea®tion 
and exploitation they shamelessly 
carry on under the false pretext 
that they are the custodians and 
protectors of the interests of the 
American people. 


_ The Communist Party bases 
itself upon the fundamental pol- 
‘icy of strengthening the hands of 
ithe democratic masses against 
their capitalistic exploiters. Mo- 
nopoly capital is the cancer of

|: This is the key to social prog- 


jress generally, the basic way for 


the prevention of economic break- 
downs, fascism, and war. To the 
end of defeating monopoly capital 
and of strengthening the power of 
the masses of the people, the Com- 
munist Party is entirely devoted. 
The Communist Party is the true 
voice of the masses of the Amer- 
ican people. — 
Third: The Communist Party 
is a democratic movement. One 
of the many slanders directed 
against Communism is that it is 
anti-democratic. Such a charge 
runs directly contrary to all t 
theory and practice of Commu- 
nism. At the Seventh World 
Congress of the Comintern in 
1935, General Secretary Dimitroff, 
speaking on this question, cor- 
rectly stated Communist policy: in 
capitalist countries as follows: 
“Tough vwupholders- of So- 
viet democracy, we shall defend 
every inch of the democratic 
gains which the working class 
has wrested in the course of 
years of stubborn struggle, and 
Shall resolutely fight to extend 
these gains.” (Page 111.) 
Lenin (Selected Works, Vol 
It], p. 122) gave an even more 
fundamental reason why Commu- 
nists are the best and most con- 
sistent. defenders of democracy in 
all countries. He said: 


“We must not forget that 
there is not, nor can there be at 
the present time, any other. 
means for bringing Socialism 
nearer, than complete politi- 
cal liberty, than a democratic 
a 

Statements by Dimitroff 
and Lenin entirely conform to 
Communist practice, both under 
capitalism and in countries where 
the Communists lead in the gov- 
ernment. In’ all_ capitalist lands 
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people's democratic rights. And 
in the Soviet Ungon, with such 
measures in effect as the socializa- 
tion of the industries, the collec- 
tivization of the land, the com- 
plete equality of the sexes, the 
elimination of all discrimination 
against national minorities, the es- 
tablishment of the legal rights to 
work, to leisure, and to education, 
etc., all under the political lead- 
ership of the working class—there 
exists a higher type of democracy 
than in any other country in the 
world. 


This is Socialism, and the Com- 
munists in the Soviet Union, in 
their ultimate goal of Communism, 
are aiming at achieving the highest 
form of democracy man has yet 
conceived, namely, a society in 
which the state itself, with its 
various compulsions, has withered 
away. But, of course, this maxi- 
mum of Communist democracy 
cannot be achieved, nor is even 
the fullest Theasure of democracy 
possible realizable under Social- 
ism, until the constant war threat 
of world capitalism against the 
Soviet Union has been lifted. So 
long as this warlike pressure exists 
the Soviet people must retain a 
strong state and a high national 
discipline. 

Fourth: The Communist move- 
ment is peace-loving. ‘The masses 
of the American and other peoples 
love peace, but they are not paci- 
fists. They do not want _peace 
at any price. If, in order to pro- 
tect their liberties or to secure 
their just demands, they must 
fight,, they will do so, and reso- 
lutely. . This is also precisely the 
Communist attitude on this ques- 
tion. Communists are known as 
good fighters, whether on the bat- 
tlefield, in the anti-Hitler under- 
ground, or on hard-fought picket 
lines. At the same time, Commu- 
nists are the most consistent in 
striving for the most peaceful line 
of social development possible 
under the given conditions. As a 
matter .of major principle, Com- 
munists never’ lead the people 
needlessly into violent struggle. 

In line with this gerieral peace 
'policy, Communists are the most 
level-headed and determined op- 
ponents of imperialist war. The 
American Communist Party was 
born in the fight against World 
War I. It was the Communists, 
too, who, during the rise of Naz- 
ism in the 1930s, sought to unite 
the world’s’ democratic peoples 
into an international peace fr 
a policy which, had it been sup- 
ported by Creat Britain, France, 
and the United States, would have 
surely strangled Hitlerism in Ger- 
many and thus prevented the dev- 
astating World War II.

(Continued from preceding page) 
systems always defend themselves 
with every means in their power 
against the new, rising progressive 
social orders that are displacing 
them. “Force,” said Karl Marx, “is 
the midwife of every old saciety 
pregnant with a new one. (Cap- 
ital, Vol. I, p. 824.) 

The Prosecution tries to frighten 
us with the word “revolution” and 
would have us forget that the 
world capitalist system was estab- 
lished by means of revolutions in 
many countries, extending over a 
period of hundreds of years. 
Among the countries having had 
such capitalist revolutions are the 
United States, England, France, 
Germany, the Netherlands, Italy, 
Russia, Latin America, etc. 

Of the many revolutions in his- 
tory, those that established capi- 
talism were by far the most 
violent. More than that, during the 
life of capitalism the world has 
been plagued with the most ter- 
rible wars in all its tragic history. 
The ‘capitalists, however, want us 
to ignore their revolutions and 
wars, and to believe that their so- 
cial system is of heaven-sent origin 
and is.as peace-loving as a sucking 
dove. 

But. Americans especially should 
be immune to the reactionaries’ 
kindergarten scare of the word 
revolution, because our national 
history is studded with revolutions. 
We have had no less than three of 
them. Whether or not a social 
change is violent or ceful is 
not what determines whether it is 
a revolution. 

The decisive factors are the ba- 
sic changes in the production sys- 
tem and in the political controls 
that are being brought about. 
Measured by this scientific yard- 
stick, our three American revolu- 
tions were all genuine revolutions, 
or, more strictly speaking, clearly 
marked phases of the broad capi- 
talist revolution. 

. The first American revolution, 
which began almost immediately 
after the arrival of Columbus and 
which dragged on for at least 350 
years, was the most brutal over- 
throw and destruction of the In- 
dians’ primitive tribal communal- 
ism (the Inca and Aztec Indians 
of Peru and Mexico had more 
highly developed societies that the 
Indians of the Unitéd States) and 
the substitution for it of a young 
and growing capitalism, but still 
tinctured with feudalism and 
slavery. | 

This vast movement involved 
stealing a whole continent from 
the Indians, waging many fero- 
cious wars against them, wiping 
out entire Indian tribes alto- 
gether, and herding the remnants 
of the once proud Indian peoples 
of the United States into concen- 
tration-camp-like reservations. The 
destruction of the Indians’ social 
system was the ruthless revolu- 
tionary way in which capitalism 
established itself all over the West- 
ern Hemisphere. It is one of his- 
tory’s most tragic stories. 

The second American revolution 
was the revolt of the 13 colonies 
against England, beginning in 1776. 
This was the break-away of vigor- 
ous young American capitalism 
from the domination of semi-feudal 

, as well as, eventually, 
from various degrees of controls by 
France, Spain, Russia, Holland, 

| This revolution, 


Northern capitalists, workers and 


farmers, plus much assistance from 
the slaves themselves and from 
friendly foreign allies, shattered 
the power of the Southern slave- 
holders in four years of hard-fought 
war. 

The American capitalist system, 
born in this series of revolutionary 
struggles, was thus established and 
thereupon began its era of swift 
development. All three phases of 
the American capitalist revolution, 
despite their loss of life and de- 
struction of property, were _his- 
torically progressive. They marked 
tremendous steps forward for our 
people. Thus, mankind marches ir- 
resistibly onward. 

It is of the greatest signficance 
to note that it was Tory England 
that refused to aecept the demo- 
cratic demand of the American 
people for independence and shot 
down the rebellious colonists. And 
it was the Southern slaveholders, 
fighting against the outcome of the 
democratic elections of 1860, who 
fired on Fort Sumter and provoked 
the terrible Civil War. 

This is always the case in strug- 
gles of the people—the violence 
comes from the ranks of reaction. 

In the early days of our country 
the people’s right of revolution was 
freely recognized by American po- 
litical leaders. The Declaration of 
Independence states: 

“That whenever any form of 
Government becofnes destructive 
of these ends, it is the right of 
the people to alter or abolish it, 
and to institute a new govern- 
ment, laying its foundation on 
such principles and organizing 
its powers in such forms, as to 
them shall seem most likely to 
effect their safety and happiness.’ 

Jefferson also said, referring to 
the famous Shays’ uprising, “God 
forbid that we should even be 20 
years without such a rebellion.” 
And, half a century later, Lincoln 
declared that, “This country, with 
its institutions, belongs to the peo- 
ple who inhabit it. Whenever they 
shall grow weary of the existing 
government, they can exercise their 
constitutional right of amending it, 
or their revolutionary right too dis- 
member or overthrow it.” 

In these present days of reac- 
tion, however, under the Smith 
Law, if the-Prosecuton could have 
its way, these great patriotic state- 
ments would be denounced as 
treasonous and their authors jailed 
as advocating the overthrow of the 
government by. force and violence. 
If they would put us in prison for 
circulating the revolutionary works 
of Lenin, others could be jailed for 
circulating the writings of Paine. 
Jefferson, and Lincoln, all of whom 


freely advocated the right of rev- 
olution. 
. 


THE UNITED STATES, like 
all the rest of the capitalist world, 
now faces the revolutionary issue 
of Socialism. Americans, as yet, are 
not inclined to think that Socialism 
is much of an American question, 
except indirectly. It is true that 
when looking out over the war- 
shattered world, many Americans 
realize that the capitalist system in 
other countries is in a bad way, 
and they can admit reasons for the 
advance of Socialism in Europe. 
But when it comes to advocating 
Socialism for the United States that 
is a horse of an altogether different 
color. 

Seeing the strength of American 
capitalism, many people hop to the 
conclusion that

the capitalist system ih all other’ 


countries and to defeat world So- 
cialism altogether. 

But such ideas are a great il- 
lusion and those who believe them 
are living in a fool's paradise. 
American capitalism is cut from 
the same cloth as the capitalism 
of other countries and it is subject 
to basically the same disintegrating 
inner contradictions. If American 
capitalism is still strong, while the 
rest of world capitalism is gravely 
sick, this is simply because this 
country’s capitalism enjoys certain 
advantages that protect it tem- 
porarily. The system here is 
blessed with unusually great nat- 
ural resources and its favorable 
geographical’ position enabled it to 
escape the deadly ravages of the 
two world wars. In fact, the United 
States waxed fat on these wars. 

But even in the midst of the 
present artificial and feverish 
“prosperity” there lurks widespread 
the well-founded fear that once 


the present war-begotten industrial 


activity has run its course the 
United States will be plunged into 
an economic crisis far more ruinous 
even than the one that began in 
1929. That is, we are surely in for 
such a crisis unless our Wall Street 
warmongers in the meantime suc- 
ceed in flinging our country into 
an atomic war that would smash 
us altogether. 

In an attempt to stall off the 
coming economic crisis, the Tru- 
man policy has become what the 
professors designate as that of a 
“managed economy,” and which 
President Truman ignorantly calls 
“planned economy.” The general 
idea of all this was borrowed from 
the British economist, the late Sir 
John Maynard Keynes. 

The theory of this system is that’ 
by checking both inflationary and 


deflationary tendencies through va- 


rious financial devices, economic 
crises can’ be averted. In carrying 
out this “managed economy” policy 
the government is trying to build 
up barriers against a deflationary 
crash by such economic measures 
as the Marshall Plan, the export of 
capital to backward areas (Tru- 
man’s Inaugural Address idea), and 
especially the manufacture of huge 
supplies of war munitions. All this 
scheme boils down to is the ex- 
pansion of state monopoly capital- 
ism and to the establishment of a 
war economy in this country, which 
fits right in with Wall Street’s pro- 
gram of-world conquest. Its whole 
pressure is towards war. 


AMERICANS generally do not 
realize the great extent to which 
American industry, during the past 
35 years has been dependent upon 
war for its so-called prosperity. It 
has, in fact, literally fed on the 
blood- of the millions who died in 
the two great world wars. Our in- 
dustrial system (and the big cap- 
italists who own it) grew fat and 
bloated on World Wars 1 and II, 
until now it is swollen to the burst- 
ing point, with no chance what- 
ever of disposing of its products in 
normal capitalist markets. So we 
are asked to feed this capitalist 
monster on more and more war 
orders. 

This is the most decisive reason 
why the Wall Street leaders of our 
government systematically culti- 
vate the war-scare against the 
USSR. For they know that if 
that war-scare should die down 
and they were no longer able to 
get billions and billions in muni- 
tions orders from the government, 
then their sick industrial system 
would collapse overnight into a 
terrific economic crisis. 

The other basic reason why 
they have the war-scare in their 
og (and the = aE =

dispensable in their drive to mas- 
ter the world. That is why the 
Truman Administration, carrying 
out the dictates of Wall Street, is 
opposed on principle to peaceful 
collaboration with the Soviet 
Union. Such policies. if left un- 
changed by the American people, 
lead straight to devastating war. 

But Truman’s “managed. econ- 
omy” scheme, which is a means 
of giving the trusts more power 
and is just a war economy with a 
fancy name, will not succeed in 
averting the economic crisis, The 
government's ss tor 
thes.e imperialistic schemes, 
amounting to a huge militariza- 
tion of this country and a per- 
spective of war, cannot possibly 
offset economically the etfect of 
the wholesale robbery of the work- 
ers and the American people by 
the capitalists. Consequently, mass 
purchasing power falls farther and 
farther behind producing power. 
The result will finally by over- 
production on an immense scale, 
with gigantic mass unemployment. 

Signs of the coming crisis are 
multiplying on every hand. Cap- 
italism in Europe is ruined eco- 
nomically, politically and physic- 
ally, and that is the fate reserved 
for world capitalism in general, in- 
cluding capitalism .in the United 
States. 


THE PEOPLE of- this country, 
like so many others, will eventu- 
ally have to adopt Socialism in or- 
der to solve their multiplying 
problems. There is no other way. 
The private ownership of the in- 
dustries and natural resources and 
their exploitation for the benefit 
of parasitic capitalist owners who 
perform no useful social function 
whatever, must give way to the 
system of Socialism, in which all 
the social means of production are 
owned democratically by the peo- 
ple and operated in their interest. 

The rich American capitalists, 
true to the instinct of every obso- 
lete ruling class to hang on to its 
power as long as it can, will use 
every means, violent and other- 
wise, to defeat advancing Social- 
ism. Their present attempt to 
plunge the world into an anti-So- 
cialist war that might cost several 
hundred million lives and wreck 
our country, shows how far they 
will go with violence against So- 
cialism and democracy. 

Socialism is the inevitable cli- 
max of the class struggle. The cap- 
italist contention that there are no 
classes and no class struggle in the 
United States, that*these are mere- 
ly figments of Marxist imagination, 
are, of course, silly. Here, as in all 
other capitalist countries, there are 
well-defined social classes and a 
constant struggle is ing on 
among them over the division of 
the toilers’ products and for polit- 
ical control. 

In this country we have a clear- 


ly marked capitalist class, the 


wealthiest, strongest, and most ar- 
rogant in the world. We also 
have a vast, variegated middle 
class. There is likewise a farmer 
class, with several gradations from 
poor to rich. And finally, there is 
the great class of workers, men 
and women, who toil all their lives 
in the industries, who were born 
in working class families and who 
fully expect to die as workers. 
Each of these classes has its own 
definite viewpoint, and a more or 
less active struggle goes on among 
them constantly to improve their 
respective class positions. 
main and decisive clash is between 
the workers and the capitalists. 
All this “constitutes the class 
struggle, and it is as American as 
Plymouth Rock. The progress of 
the class struggle, with the deep- 
ening of the general crisis of cap- 
italism, can only lead in the Unit- 
ed States, as in other lands, to the 
growth of class consciousness

THE DICTATORSHIP of the 
proletariat is the political form in 
the period of transition from cap- 
italism to Socialism. This scientific 
Marxist term has been grossly 
misused and distorted by enemies 
of the workers. Reduced to its 
simplest terms, it a the 
rule of the workers. Under cap 
italism, in the United States ag 
elsewhere, there exists the rule o 
the capitalists, or the dictatorship 
of the bourgeoisie. _, 

The basic difference between 
these two systems, however, is 
that the dictatorship of the bours 
geoisie is exercised by the relative- 
ly small employing class to repres$ 
and exploit the working class, 
against the interests of society as 
a whole. Whereas; the dictatorship 
of the proletariat is exercised in 
behalf of the overwhelming mass 
of the people, to prevent exploita- 
tion of man by man, and in the 
general interests of society. 

The Communist Party is the po- 
litical leader of the dictatorship 
not the dictatorship itself, which 
is the rule of the working class, 
As Stalin points out (Problems of 
Leninism, p. 31): “the dictatorshi 
of the proletariat is a sietaial 
struggle—sanguinary and bloodless 
violent and peaceful, military and 
economic, aiiitteall and admin- 
istrative—against the forces and 
traditions of the old society.” It is 
the means by which the workers 
and their allies clear away the eco- 
nomic and political remnants of 
capitalism and lay the foundations 


lof the new, free society. 


The dictatorship of the bour- 
geoisie, especially in this period of 
the decline of capitalism, is highly _ 
reactionary and its ultimate expres- 
sion is brutal, tyrannical, imperial- 
ist, war-making fascism. The dic-.- 
tatorship of the proletariat, or the 
rule of the workers and their dem- 
ocratic allies, on the other hand, 
is the world standard bearer of 
democracy. As Lenin said, the dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat is a 
thousand times more democratic 
than any capitalist democracy. Its 
ulitmate goal is Communism, un- 
der which system the classes will 
disappear and so, also, the State. 

The Soviet Union, with its one- ~ 
party system, is a dictatorship of 
the proletariat. The new democ- 
racies of Eastern and Central Eu- 
rope—Poland, Czechoslovakia, etc., 
—with their coalition governments, 
are also essentially functioning as 
proletarian dictatorships. The 
United States, too, will undoubted- 
ly produce its own effective form 
of the rule of the working class 
when it eventually adopts Social- 
ism. 

The supreme task of the Co 
munist Party and its democratic al. 
lies, along with their daily support 
of the immediate demands of the

Brewing Deals With Tammany 


EVEN BEFORE THE SMOKE of the sham battle 
against the “political machine” in the 20th Congressional 
District has lifted, the most frantic serambling to mend 
the fences of the Democratic Party is under way.

- not surprising, of course, to find the Liberal Party actively 

engaged in this unsavory enterprise. Its whole aim in 
the recent campaign was to get a higher price from the 
Democratic machine for its services. : 

It is not surprising either to those who are aware of 
the cynical misuse of the Roosevelt tradition in this cam- 
paign by the late President’s son, to find him characteriz- 
ing Frank Sampson as a “man of high principle and in- 
tegrity and a strong liberal.” This is the Sampson, former 
Tammany leader and eviction marshal, whom O Dwyer 
would like to use as his personal stooge to control Tam- 
many. Sampson's regime as Tammany chief was notorious 
for its redbaiting and anti-labor diatribes. He is an in- 
timate of “King” Ryan, ILA boss. 

It is evident that the Dubinsky-Rose clique, which 
sponsored FDR Jr., is seeking a rapprochement with the 
same corrupt Tammany machine which it is ostensibly 
attacking. 

The “New Look” in Tammany, if O'Dwyer succeeds, 
will be the Sampson-Social Democrat-Wall Street crew. 
Further proof of this is that Roosevelt himself was the can- 
didate of the Flynn and Dubinsky forces in the Demo- 
cratic Party.

BOOKS ON TRIAL 


(6) A fundamental argument of 
defense that appeared and reap- 
peared throughout the trial like a 
basic pattern weave, is the all-im- 
pportant issue of books on trial. 


The entire case of the prosecu- 
tion rests upon witnesses ‘merely 
sitting in the box and identifying 
books as those from which they 
studied in classes, and then these 
Marxian classics are introduced 
as evidence and read from by the 
hour in the courtroom.

me, is to reduce writings and books 
to the level of the tools of thiev 
and I tell you that the sattude-al 
the world will not long survive 
with that approach to books.” 

Eugene Dennis posed the polit-

LIFE MAGAZINE picked up that dirty rolling ball first 
heaved by Dan Parker and went to town with an assinine editorial 
in its May 16th issue which I at first felt wasn't even deserving of 
answer.

A Communist writer is sub- 
servient to the democratic interests of the people, he is subservient 
to the cause of world peace, he is subserviently dedicated to writing 
only that which serves progress and the forward march of man- 
kind. Needless to say, such “slavish subservience” also includes 
the responsibility of self-critical honesty. 


Now let's compare this kind of freedom to the kind prac- 
ticed by Henry Luce, and maybe we'll find out where that Iron 
Curtain really lives: 


Here's the gist of a fairly recent Luce memo to his Time Maga- 
zine staff members relating to outside writing on their OWN time: 
For signed non-fiction the writer niust first get permission from 
his managing editor, who will also have the right to read the com- 
pleted manuscript and check its coincidence with Time, Inc., 
editorial policy, “calling any divergencies to the writer's attention 
for possible change.” 


If the writer is in disagreement with Luce’s policies, “then 
it seems an inevitable conclusion that he should not be writing for 
publication in Time, Inc., magazine material with which he dis- 
agrees.” Ditto for outside lectures and radio appearance! 

No, a Luce employee can’t even write or say what he thinks 

on his own time. Unless, of course, his name is Whittaker Cham- 
bers, the former umpkin editor of Time who spent his 
moments plotting he same spy-scare, redbaiting line which Henry 
Luce believes in right down to the last atombomb to be thrown 
against freedom-loving peoples in the bloody march for Luce’s 
“American Century.” 

It's revealing, isn’t it? I mean the mad tantrums the likes 
of Luce and Hearst go into anytime the Daily Worker and_ its 
writers challenge the fascist fringe and their lynch-loving lies. 


Yes, Mr. Luce, this people’s paper is quite.proud of, and re- 
mains more devoted than ever to, its record in the good fight 
against white supremacy.
